TREATISE 

ON 

MILITARY FINANCE. 



PART I. 
Prefent State of the Britijh Forces. 

T5EF0RE we proceed to the fubje6t of this 
Treatife, it may not be thought either 
incurious or unufeful, to take a ihort view of 
the original edablifhment and gradual increafe 
of the Britifh forces. 

The firft traces of a (landing army, regularly 
paid and provided, are to be found in Ireland ; 
where from the internal commotions and fre- 
quent rebellions of the natives, it became re- 
quifite to eftablifh a military force. This force 
varied, according to the exigencies of the times, 
and feldom exceeded 80 horfe, and 200 or 300 
archers. 

The firil regular eftablifhment of a military 
force in England was in the reign of Henry VII. 

whfiw 
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when the yeomen of the guard were infUtuted 
as an immediate defence to the king's perfon : 
a purpofe for which they are but little calculated 
at prefent. 

In the reign of Henry VIII. anno 1535, the 
(landing forces in Ireland, in time of peace, con- 
fided of 380 horfe, including mounted archers, 
and 160 foot. In Queen Mary's time they were 
increafed to 1200. 

In the reign of Queen Elizabeth the peace 
edablifhment in Ireland was from 1 500 to 2000 
men, and continued the fame till the reign of 
Charles I. when Lord Strafford raifed a conli- 
derable army there. At the fame time Charles 
colle6ted a large army in England, on the pre* 
tence of a French war; which was foon after 
dilbanded. In this reign the royal regiment of 
horfe guards was raifed at Oxford. 

The oldeH regiment of infantry in the Britifh 
fervice was raifed in 1633.* In 1674, the forces 
amounted to 1000 horfe, and 3920 foot; con- 

** The oldcft regiment of infantry is the Firft, or 
Royal Scots. It was not raifed in England, but brought 
from Scotland, and put on Britifh pay. When it was 
firft raifed is entirely unknown. It is fuppofed to be 
the oldeft regiment in Enrope. 

fifting 
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lifting of three troops of horfe-guards, one regi* ' 
ment of horfe, and four regiments of infantry ; 
of which the firft regiment had 24 companies, 
being compofed, as it is at prefent, of two bat- 
talions. 

Anno 1684, the army amounted to above 8000 
men: that on the Iriih eftablilhment being at 
the fame time increafed to 7000. William III. 
being conftantly engaged in foreign or domeftic 
wars, augmented the army to above three times 
that number. At the fame time, Lewis XIV. 
brought fuch vaft bodies of men into the fieldj 
as obliged all the other European powers to in- . 
creafe their eftabliftiment in proportion. 

The continental wars, in which we have been 
almoil incefTantly engaged lince the revolution, 
together with the prodigious number of our ac- 
quifitions and eftabliftiments abroad, have made 
it neceffary for us to keep up a conliderable 
army, even in times of the moft profound peace; 
to which the new method of funding has con- 
tributed not a little, by throwing the expence of 
our military and naval equipments from our own 
fhoulders upon thofe of pofterity. 
- In 1 746, the troops on the Britiih eftablilh- 
ment confifted of four troops of horfe-guards, two 
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troqps of grenadier-guardsy one royal regiment of 
horfe-guardS) four regiments of liorfe, ten of 
dragoons, three regiments of foot-guards, and 
thirty regiments of foot. The Irifh e^blifh- 
ment was then at 12000, coniifling of horfe, 
foot and dragoons. At prefent Ireland main- 
tains I joco. 

In the courfe of the war of 1 7 56, Great Britain 
had above 1 50,000 men in pay. At the conclu- 
ilon-of the war, the forces were reduced to about 
40,000; coniifling of 2 troops of horfe-guards, 
2 of grenadier guards, i royal regiment of horfe- 
guards, 4 regiments of horfe, 19 of dragoons, 3 
regiments of foot-guards, 75 regiments of foot, 
and 8 independent companies of invalids: the 
whole upon a very low peace eflablifliment. 

During the war with America and the powers 
s^ied againfl us, we had near 200,000, exclusive 
of the navy, comprehending the militia, provin- 
cial and fencible corps in Great Britain, and the 
foreign troops and provincial corps abroad. 

At the co.nclufion of the late war (1783) the 
army on the Britifli and Irijih e^blifhments was 
as follows: 

Two troops of horfe-guards, 2 troops of gre- 
nadier guards^ I royal regiment of horfe-guard^i, 

4 regi. 
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4 regiments of lioiiey 3 regiments oi dngDOB- 
guards, 19 regiments of hawj and liglit dn- 
goons; 3 regiments of foot-gmrds, cnnfilting of 
7 battalions ; 73 regiments of in&ntzjy mnfifting 
of 75 battalions; i royal regiment of aitiUexjy 
confifting of four battalions; and 46 independent 
companies of invalids. The infantiy regiments 
were reduced firom is to 8 companies, each con- 
filing of % feijeants, two dnmamen, and 51 xank 
and file. 

In 1 7879 on theproipeft of a war with Francs, 
% battalions were added to the 6oth regiment; 
the 4.1ft, which was an inralid regiment, was 
made a daty one, and the men formed into in- 
valid companies ; $ Highland regiments were 
raifed and fent to the Eaft-Indies; {o that at the 
conclnfion of the year, there were 81 battalions 
of infantry, 9 of which were in the Eaft-Indies, 
confifting of 1000 men each. 

In 1788, the 2 troops of horfe-gnards, and the 
2 of grenadier-guards were reduced, and 2 regi- 
ments of life-guards formed in their room. 

The royal artillery have likewife been much 
enlarged by the Duke of Richmond, and an in- 
valid battalion formed. 

The corps of engineers, now called the royal 
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regiment of engineers, was new modelled, and 
feveral companies of artificers attached to it. 

The 4 regiments of horfe in Ireland were 
made dragoon-guards. 

Of the Pay of the Forces. 

WHILST the number of troops has been 
gradually increafing fince the firft efta- 
blifliment of a ilanding army, in proportion to 
our foreign acquifitions, the pay has not been 
increafed in proportion to the depreciation of 
currency, the weight of taxes, and the additional 
expence of all the neceffaries of life. The pre- 
fent rate of pay was fettled in the reign of 
William III. when the firfl A6t of Parliament 
was made for regulating the army ; and though 
fufficiently liberal at that period, for all ranks of 
officers, as well as for the private foldier, yet it 
muft be allowed to be at prefent totally inade- 
quate to the purpofe of maintaining the fub- 
altern officers according to their rank in fociety, 
.and almoft to that of fupporting the inferior or- 
ders : infomuch, that it is a matter of wonder with 
many perfons, how a fopt foldier can fubfift at 
all on his miferable pittance. 

It 
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It is indeed frequently obferved, that the Bri- 
tifh troops are better paid than any others in 
Europe; which may be true> as far as it relates 
to the grofs fums, which they feverally receive, 
but not when balanced with the difference of 
the means of living in the different countries. 
In Germany, for inftance, the foot foldier's fub- 
fiffence is but half of what it is in England, and 
in France not quite fo much ; yet the great ad- 
vantages allowed the military under thefe de- 
ipotic governments, and the comparative cheap- 
nefs of all the neceffaries, and fome of the lux- 
uries of life, render a German or French fol- 
dier's pay far more ample than that of an Eng- 
liih foldier in his native country. 

The pay of fome corps in the Britifh fervice, 
it mull be confeffed, are very fufficient, as that 
of the horfe and foot guards ; the pay of the 
officers of dragoons approaches nearer to that 
ilandard than that of the infantry, where the 
pay of fome ranks will appear to be more ade- 
quate to their flation than that of otliei% For 
inftance, it would be unreafonable to propofe 
any addition to the pay of the colonel, (including 
the perquifites from the clothing) of the major, 
the captain, and the drummeiv But the fame 

B y caxvTioX. 
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cannot be faid of the lieutenant-colonel, the lieu- 
tenant, the enfign, the flafF officers (excepting 
the chaplain) the feijeant, corporal, and private 
foldier. 

Some plan might be devifed for bringing the 
pay to a better flandard, with very little addi- 
tional expence to the nation, in the whole body 
of the army, by dedu6king from fome ranks and 
adding to others; by new-modelling the efta- 
blifhment, and reducing the number of officers ; 
and by adopting fome other method of paying 
the arrears, and of clothing the non-commiilion 
officers and foldiers. But it is foreign to our 
prefent purpofe to enter into any fpeculative 
plans, or fchemes of reformation. 

The grofs pay of a regiment, whether of horfe 
or foot, is divided as follows : 

I, The full pay of each officer and foldier. 

a. The allowance to widows. 

3. The allowance to captains in lieu of the 

non-effisdives. 

4. The allowance to the agent. 

The allowance to widows confiils of the full 
pay of two private men per company, and is part 
of the eflabliihment in every regimeiit. 

The following annual allowances are now 

granted 
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panted by the Pay-o£&ce aA, inftead of the non- 
effedtive men. 

: To every captain of a company of 76 men 
or upwards, 56I. los, 

To fevery captain of a company of lefs than 
.76 men, but more than ^, 47I. 7s. 6d. 

To every captain of a company of 50 only, or 
of any number lefs than 50, 3 81. 5s. 

The allowance to captains of companies, con* 
lifts of Non-Effe^ive and Contingent Allowance. 

The non-effedive is invariably 20I. per an- 
num for each captain. The contingent, being 
the fubfiftence of a certain number of men at 6d. 
per diem, is regulated by the ftrength of the 
company.

A captain of infantry feldom derives any per- 
fonal advantage from the contingent allowanooy 
as it is the pradice of the army to give it to the 
fubaltern, who pays his company. 

It is likewife ufual for the colonel com- 
mandant, to give both his non-effe6Uve and con- 
tingent allowance to the captain-lieutenant. 

In the cavalry^ the allowances to captains^ 
pay-mafler, furgeon, and for a riding-houfe, are 
as follows :

The daily allowance to the Agent, which is 
iflued with the fubfiftenc? of the regiment, is 
for infantry, i warrant man per company* per 
diem, at 6d. — and for cavalry, i warraz^ man, 
per diem, at is. 2d. for each troop. 

In the pay-office the grofs fum for each regi>- 

ment 
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Bient, comprehending the full pay, and allow- 
ances, undergoes the following divifion: 

1 . The fubfiflence of each officer and foldier. 

2. The poundage. 

3. The hofpital. 

4. The allowance to widows. 

5. The clearings and nett off-reckonings. 
Out of the full pay a certain portion is iifued 

monthly in advance from the pay-office; which 
is called the fubfiftence. The remainder, after 
certain dedudions are made, is paid yearly after 
it becomes due: the officer's balance being term- 
ed clearings or arrears, and that of the non-com- 
miffion officers and foldiers, nett off-reckonings, 
which is allowed the colonel for clothing his re- 
giment. 

The deduddons from the pay are: 

1. The poundage, or is. in the pound (lerling 
from the full pay of each officer and foldier. 

2. One day's full pay in the year from each 
officer and foldier, for Chelfea Hofpital. 

3. Agency; being 2d. in the pound on the 
full pay of the regiment. 

Befides the above dedudion from the full pay, 
there was a further dedudion from the fubiift- 
ence of the non-commiffion officers and private 
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foldiersy for the pay-mafier and furgeon of the 
regiment. This dedudion was made by the re- 
gimental pay-mafler, and not, like the others, 
by the pay-mafter general of the army. It was 
2d. per week from each ferjeant, i^. per week 
from each corporal and drummer, and id. per 
week from each private foldier. But this de- 
dudion for the pay-mailer and furgeon is now 
aboliihed. 

The pay-mafler and furgeon have* for every 
regiment of 500 men and upwards, an allowance 
of 120I. per annum, each. 

For regiments of 360 men, or not exceeding 
500, an allowance of 70I. per annum, each. 

Regiments are allowed 30I. per annum for an 
hofpital, in Great Britain and North America: 
and 40I. in Gibraltar and the Weil Indies, Ja- 
maica excepted, where 20I. only is allowed; 
that liland allowing a certain fum annually for 
hoipital expences, and fumiihing wine for the 
fick. 

Surgeons are alfo allowed 5s. per man for 
inoculation. 

The furgeons allowance, or, as it is more 
commonly called, medicine money, is a perfonal 
allowance which he may receive either from the 

agent 
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agent dire^y or from the pay-mafter. The hof« 
jutal allowance is confidered as regimental, {6 
that the furgeon never receives any part of it 
from the agent : it is a fund in the hands of the 
pay-mafler for defra3dng every expence incurred 
on that head. 

The off-reckonings for clothing are 6d. per 
diem from each fexjeant, 4d. per diem from each 
corporal and drunmier, and 2d. per diem from 
each private foldier: from which after the above- 
mentioned dedu6dons of poundage, hofpital, and 
agency, have been made, the remainder is called 
the nctt oflf-reckonings. Vide Abflraft of the 
Enquiry into the State of the Army. 

As the fiibfiflence is intended to provide for 
the immediate maintenance of the troops, £6 the 
clearings and nett off-reckonings are intended 
as a fund for clothing them: and they ufually 
are, . and always fhould be, iffued for that pur- 
pose, a fliort time previous to the fpring review, 
about fifteen months after they became due. 
The a^nt of each regiment receives the clear- 
ings and nett off-reckonings at the pay-office. 

Byanadtpafled in 1783, for regulating the 
office of the pay-mafler general, confiderable 
alteration^ as already partly noticed, took place; 
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but no part of it extended to the life-guards, the 
royal regiment of horfe-guards, and three regi- 
ments of foot-guards; thofe troops to be go- 
verned by their former regulations, in the fame 
manner as if this ad had not been made. 

The following is an abftraft from it. 

In confequence of the report from the com- 
miffioners of accounts refpedting the pay-mafter- 
general, an a6t was paffed in 1783, by which it 
is enafted, (in order to prevent the abufes that 
have heretofore prevailed, and particularly to 
obviate the circumftance of an enormous balance 
remaining in the hands of the pay -mafter-gencral, 
for many years after his leaving the office) that 
whenever money is wanted for the fervices of 
the army, the pay-mafler general is by a memo- 
rial delivered to the treafury, to Hate the parti- 
cular fums wanted, and to pray that they may 
be iflued to the governor and company of the 
b^nk of England, on his account. On receivings 
this memorial, the commiflioners of his Majefty's 
treafury for the time being are to dired the au- 
ditor of the exchequer to iffue the fum required 
to the officers of the bank, in the fame manner 
as they have heretofore been iflued to the pay- 
nlaflers general; and all fuch monies fo iflued 

arc 
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are to be placed to an accoont kepc in the boori^ 
of the governor and company of the 'tank cf 
England, intituled. Tie ^ccumt tf tk^ Pm ms:f^ 

general tf his ALtjefijs Ftrces^ and the ivsrr^ .' i 
fuch pay-mafler-general for the time being ip=- 
cified: fo that hencef<»rward no moncT is to be 
paid immediately from the exchequer into the 
hands of the pay-mafter-general; but that *&- 
cer, or his deputy, is to draw occaiionaiiT for all 
army fervices, upon the bank: inicrtin^ in hii 
drafts the heads of fervice to which the i\i2r.^ 
therein mentioned are to be applied. 

In the £rft memorial of each month to the 
treafury, the pay mailer general is to fpccit;/ tiie 
balance of public money then l}'ing in the bank 
on his account; which balance, on the death or 
removal of a pay-mailer, ii to veft in bii faccel- 
for. He is alfo to make up an annual account, 
from the a 4th of December to the 24th of De* 
cember following, of the ordinar)- and extra- 
ordinary fervices of the army, intituled, T/ie Ac- 
count tf the P^'Mafier-general of his MajeJIy : Forces^ 
to be iigned and attefted by eveiy pay-maltcr- 
l^eueral who may have paid or difcharged any 
part of the {aid account. This account is to be 
.tranfmitted, together with proper vouchers, to 

C >^^ 
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the auditor of the impreft, who is within fix 
months to examine it; and if found fatisfadory-y 
to prefent it to the proper officer for declaration; 
after which, an acquittance in the uAial form 
is to be given to the pay-mafter. 

This adt likewife embraces feveral other ob- 
je6ts in confequence of the fuggeftions made by 
the conmiiffioners of accounts, which are com- 
prehended under the following heads : 

Fees cf Office, 

No fees are to be taken in the pay maker's 
office, for bufinefs done therein, by the officers, 
clerks or fervants, on penalty of difmiffion, and 
being rendered incapable of ferving for three 
years : nor are the agents of regiments any long- 
er to Hop the two days pay out of each officer's 
arrears, which tliey have heretofore been accuf- 
tomed to do, avowedly for the purpofe of dif- 
charging fees of office. Any agent offi&nding in 
this particular is liable to the fame penalty iind 
incapacity. This, however, is not to be fo con- 
flrued, as to deprive the pay mafter of the ordi- 
nary allowances for himfelf, and for contingen- 
cies, according to the ufual courfe of office, nor 
of the power of removing and appointing officers. 

Clothing 
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Clothing, 

The pay-mafter is to form his memorials to 
the treafory for the monies appropriated for 
clothing, on the 24th of June, and the 24th of 
December of each year, and to iflue his drafts 
upon the bank, in equal payments, to fuch per- 
fons as have regular affignments from the fcveral 
colonels, or officers commandant of corps, — ^The 
favings made in the clothing of the invalid com- 
panies is to be applied towards a fund for an 
augmentation to the half pay of officers, who 
have been maimed in his Majefty^s fervice, and 
to the widows and children of fuch as have been 
killed. — The profits arifing to colonels, &c. from 
the clothing and their emoluments from the 
non-effis^tive or warrant-men^ are not to be af* 
feded by this a6k; but they are to enjoy all thofe 
privileges, profits and emoluments, in the fame 
manner as if this ad had not been framed. 

Colonels of infantry, whether of the line, or 
fencibles, derive whatever profit may arife on 
the balance of the clothing account; but the 
conmiandants of fencible cavalry derive none, 
nor are' they to fufFer any lofs fhould the cloth- 
ing balance be unfavourable. 
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They receive the fame allowance of 24 months 
ofF-reckonings that ftanding regiments of ca- 
valry do: as alfo an allowance for horfe furni- 
ture. An account of receipts and diiburfements^ 
under proper heads, is Hated to the public, and 
the balance fettled between them. 

Debentures 

Are to be made out annually from December 
25, except when the fervice may require them 
to be made* out for any part or parts* oFa year; 
and the fecretary at war is, together with the 
debentures, to form eftimates of the feveral an- 
nual fervices under diftind heads; of which co- 
pies are to be tranfmitted to the pay-mafter- 
general.. The fecretary at war is alfo to tranf- 
mit from time to time, to the pay mafler's of- 
fice, an accouiit of the efFedtive officers and 
privates of the regulars and embodied milida in 
Great Britain ; to which account the pay-maiber 
is in his drafts and memorials to conform. 

Recruiting, 

An eftiraate is to be formed by the fecretary 
at war of the fums neceflary for recruiting' each 
regiment, troop or company of his Majefty's 

forces, 
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forces, and is to tranfmit it to the pay-mafter's 
office, who is required to form his memorials, 
and to iflue his drafts: on this head, at the times 
and in the proportions, which the fecretary at 
war ihall dired ; and each recruiting officer is 
to fend every two months an abflra6t of the 
numbers recruited, to the adjutant-general, and 
a copy of the fame, together with a regular and 
exa6t account of the expences which have at- 
tended the faid fervice during the two preceding 
months, to the agent of the corps for which fucli 
officer is recruiting. 

New regulations and inHrudtions having lately 
been printed by order of the adjutant general, 
for the recruiting companies and troops of regi- 
ments on foreign Hations ; every officer employed 
at home, on that fervice, ihould make himfelf 
mafter.of the different articles detailed therein. 

All<nuanccs» 

This a6l is not to prevent tlie pay-mafter- 
general iffiiing to the agents, in monthly pay- 
xaents, the allowances given to them in lieu of 
the fubiifience of the non-effedive or vnarr ant- 
men foxBierly paid to them. The allowance here- 
tii^ore made to the colonel or commandant, 

C 3 Vly^qtwx 
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known by the name of alUnvances to the colonel rf 
the fubjijience of non^effeSitve men^ called warrant 
men and hautbois^ is to be added to the pay of the 
fa id colonels and commandants: and the pay- 
mailer- general is to iflue the fame at the time 
the fubiiflence of the army is iflued. 

The agent's allowance has been treated of 
when on the fubjed of captains, non-effedive 
and contingent men. 

Commandants of corps have the following 
daily allowance iflued monthly with their fub- 
fiftence. 

In infantry, one warrant man at 6d. per diem, 
for each company. 

In cavalry, one hautbois at is. 6d. and one war- 
rant man at is. 2d. per diem, for each troop. In- 
flead of the former allowances from the non-effec- 
tive fubfiftence to the captains of troops and com- 
panies, thefpecific allowances as flated in the fore- 
going tables, (p. 9, 10,) for infantry and cavalry, 
are now fubftituted ; for which the pay-mafter- 
general is to iffue his drafts on the 24th of June 
and the 24th of December every year in equal 
payments, and to charge the fame to the account 
of the corps to which the faid captains belong. 

The captains of the regiment and independent 

companies 
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companies of invalids, inilead of the fubiiflence 
of the contingent men and non-efFe6tives which 
they have been accuftomed to receive, are, as an 
indemnification for the repair of arms, b\irials, 
and loiles by men dying in their debt, to be al- 
lowed lool. each, when their companies are at the 
eflablifhment of 70 men; and 80I. each, when 
the eflablifhment is under the faid number of 
private men; the corps of invalids being confi- 
dered as an honourable retirement for officers of 
long fervice. 

The allowances to the pay-mailers and fur- 
geons of the foot, inflead of the floppages which 
are returned, are to be 120I. annually to each of 
the faid pay-maflers and furgeons, when the efla- 
blifhment of their companies is 50 private men 
or upwards; and 70I. when their companies con- 
fifl of a fmaller number of men. — ^The annual 
allowances to the pay-maflers, furgeons and rid- 
ing-maflers of the horfe and dragoons, in lieu of 
the monies iffued under the name of grafs-money^ 
arc to be as follows: To the pay-maflers lol. for 
each troop, when the eflablifhment of the troop 
amoimts to 40 men; and 7I. 15s. when the efla- 
blifhment is lower ; to the furgeon 81. for each 
troop, when the eflablifhment is at 40 men, and

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6L 48* wheD it is lawer. For the riding mafters, 
rough riders, and incidental expences relating to 
the fame,^ an annual allowance is to be made to 
the colonel, lieutenant-colonel and niajor com- 
mandant of every corps, of 23I. 6s. for each troop, 
when the eflabliihment of the troop amounts 
to 40 private men, and 18I. is. for each troop, 
when reduced below that number of privates. 

For corps of one and two droops no furgeon 
nor paj-mafier is allowed on their eflabliihment* 
The captains and riding-mailer, however, re- 
ceive their allowances, as before ilated in the 
fcale or table for cavalry.

The troops are to be muflered on, or as near 
as may be to, the 24th day of June, and the a4th 
day of December in every year; and the com- 
miflary-general of mailers is required to tranfmit 
the muftcr rolls to the offices of the fecretary at 
war, of the pay-mafter-gcneral of his Majefty's 
forces, and the comptrollers of the army ac- 
counts, on or before the 29 th of September and 
I ft of May, following the faid mufters re- 
fpcdively. 

OfMufttring the Army, 

By a circular letter, dated War-Office^ id Oih* 
hcr^ 17859 ^^ entire new mode of muftering the 
army was eftablifhed by his Majefty's Orders. 

Inftead. of muftering each troop or company 
Separately, it is now done regimentally, and al- 
phabetically upon one fheet of paper, or two 
fheets joined together. 

Unlefs the names of all officers and privates 
are inferted in the mufter roll of the period, 
with the refpedtive dates, they will not be al- 
lowed pay, the rolls being the only vouchers in 
fettling the public accounts. 
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The commiflaries of mufters are required to 
fpecify the dates of atteftations of all recruits, 
in the rolls, and to infped the atteflations them- 
felves. 

The mufter- rolls are authenticated by a cer- 
tificate, figned by the commanding-officer, the 
adjutant, and pay-mafter, and by an affidavit 
made by the commiffary. Thefe certificates and 
aflSdavits to be inferted in each of the rolls. 

Detachments are to be certified for, by the 
commanding ofiicer, adjutant, and pay-mailer; 
and fuch certificate mud be included in the ar- 
rangement fpecified in the mufter-roll. In 
whatever diflrid a detachment may be, the com- 
miffary of that diflri^ will muflerit, and have 
a roll thereof, properly certified and attefled, 
which roll is to be returned by him.* 

It is of the utmofl importance to a regiment 
to be regularly muflered, and much inconveni- 
ence has arifen, during the prefent war, from its 
not having been attended to. It may fometimes be 
the fault of the commanding ofificer, but more 

• For the form of muftenng, fee Rules and Orders 
for the embodied Militia and Fencible Infantry, pub- 
lilhed by the War Office. 

generally 
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generallj arifes from the abfolute impoflibilit/ 
of effefting a muller on the prefent fjrllem. In 
time of war, or when a regiment is not likely 
to be long ftationaiy, every commiffary of mnf- 
ters ihould be authorifed to mufler in any dif- 
iridtf and to obey the call of any commanding 
officer for that purpofe within a given time. 

Without a regulation on this principle, half 
the army will never be muAered in time of war, 
when it is mod neceflary; and commifTaries of 
mufters can afford but partial fervices to their 
country. 

Of Regimental Accounts. 

Regimental accounts are made up half-yearly, 
from the 25th of December in every year, to the 
24th of June, and from the 25th of June to the 
fl4th of December. Thefe accounts muft be 
tranimitted to the agents of regiments, within 
three months after the expiration of each period, 
and muil contain ftates of difburfements only, 
and the commanding officer, adjutant and pay- 
mafler will fign them upon honour. 

Every two months, ftates of the diflribution, 
and receipts, muft be fent to the agent, with 
fuch vouchers and accounts as he may require. 

The 
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The accounts which a pay-maftey tranfmits 
every a months to the agent^ are not conlidered 
as vouchers for the public. 

He fbtes in his difhibution the fubfiftence of 
the men, particukriiing the broken periods for 
that muiler; what he has paid to each officer} 
and the amount of each account of any extra al^ 
lowances dilburfed ; he gives credit for the bills 
he has drawn, and any payments the agent in- 
forms him he has made, either on account of of- 
ficers individually, or the regiment at large. A 
diflribution is therefore nothing elfe but an ac- 
count current, for 2 months, between the pay- 
mafter and agent. The return of pay for the 
men, . which government requires every half 
year,*lhould be made from the nmfter roll; and 
if the pay-mafter has been accurate, the amount 
of this general account will correfpond with that 
of the fubfiflence, charged in the 3 difbributions 
for the foregoing 6 months. 
• But without a mufter-roU a young pay-mafter 
will be loft in confufion 5 it will be his intereft 
to direft the adjutant to form one every half 
year, whether there be a commiflary to certify 
it or not: if he fhould aflift himfelf it would 
amply repay his labour, by the facility and cer- 

tainty 
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tainty all liis accounts for that period can be 
ilated. 

If a paj-mafler has made up his general re- 
turn of pay, and been under the neceffity of tra« 
cing cafualties for a by-gone period* either in a 
regimented book or from his company's abffa^ds, 
and hasy for a fubfequent period, a regular muf- 
ter-roll to guide him, he will then feel the force 
of the foregoing obfervationi and may with juf- 
tice apply this beautiful image of a departed 
philofopher. ** Vduti viatori, ignota regione, 
** perditis Tiae vefiigiis, in umbra nodis erranti, 
** per obfcura quaedam, quafi prima diumt, Iqk 
*^ demum adfulfit." 

Within three months after the 24th of De- 
cember annuallyi the agent is to give in to the 
fecretary at war, all thefe accounts, with a Hate 
of his own difburfements, and vouchers for the 
fame.

Officers are frequently at a lofs to know at 
what period government will order their arrears 
to be iifued. The general rule is, that no ar- 
rears are iifued, till the regimental accounts for 
the year are given in and pafTed by the War Of- 
fice. The delay is, therefore, oftener the fault 
of the regiment itfelf, than of the War Office, ei- 
ther by not giving in their accounts regularly to 

E a 'Cafe 
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the agent, or giving them in fuch a date as to 
be almoft incomprehenfible. 

Lad year government very generoufly gave 
orders to iflue the arrears of fuch officers as were 
going on foreign fervice with their regiment, 
to the 24th of December 1 794, but did not grant* 
the fame indulgence to officers ftationed at home. 
It is to be hoped they will continue this ac- 
commodation to officers who expofe their health 
in foreign climates for the fervice of their 
country. 
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PART IL 

. Of the Purchafe and Sale of CommJJions, 

TPHE Britifh Service is the only one in Eu^ 
-*• rope, where the purchafe or fale of com-^ 
miflions is univerfal, and founded on any regular 
and £xed principles. This pra6tice, from the 
moft llender and almoft imperceptible begin- 
nings had, through connivance done, grown to 
fuch a head, and had become liable to fo many 
abufes, that it was thought neceflary to reform 
and regulate it by royal authority. His Ma- 
jefty, therefore, by a warrant in the year 1765, 
ordered a board of general officers to take this 
matter into their confideration, and to report to 
him what they thought an adequate price for the 
feveral ranks in the different fervices of the 

army. The board having accordingly met, 

formed an eftimate (according to the prices here- 
after fpecified) which his Majefty was pleafed to 
• approve, and ordered it to be obferved by all 
colonels, agents, and other military officers, un- 
der pain of his highell difpleafure. 

It was determined by the board, that the 

E 3 ^\aR 
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fame price ihould obtain in the refpeftive corps, 
whether ferving in or out of Europe ; and that 
if any deficiency fhould arife, by the commiffions 
of cornet, enilgn, or fecond lieutenant not pro- 
ducing the price allowed by the faid eflimate, 
the lofs fliould be fuflained by the officer, who 
obtaihs leave to fell. 

The general grounds on which the board pro- 
ceeded in fixing the prices of the feveral com- 
miffions, was, by confidering the value of the 
pay and rank diftin6tly ; and, after fixing what 
appeared to them a reafonable price for the com- 
miffions of comet and enfign in the refpedive 
corps, and which they might probably be fold 
for in time of war as well as peace, proceeded to 
eflimate every increafe of pay, after the rate of 
lOol. for each fhilling per diem, in a general 
view, not attending minutely to fractional fums ; 
and, in the next place, endeavoured to dx a pro- 
portionate value upon each advancement in 
rank, fuch as might, if poffible, be extended to 
all the different corps. Thus the valuation of 
rank in the cavalry is, for gaining the rank of 
lieutenant (from a coraetcy) 50I. ; for a captain- 
lieutenantcy ajoL; for the rank of captain 4Sol« 
(or in corps where there is no captain-lieutenant, 

and 
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and the promotion from lieutenant to captain is 
made in one ftep, 700I.) for a majority 600I. and 
for the rank of lieutenant-colonel 700I. The 
fame valuation of rank is alfo extended to the 
foot fervice, except in the iingle commiffion of 
captain; wherein the board has in fome degree 
conformed to the difference, which has ever pre- 
vailed in the price and reputed value, between a 
troop in the cavalry and a company in the foot ; 
and has valued the advancement from lieutenant 
to captain, including the captain-lieutenantcy, 
nearly at 400I. 

Since this valuation of the board, an alteration 
has taken place in the price of the captain-lieu- 
tenantcy, his Majefty having granted in 1772 
the rank of full captain to all tlie captain-lieu- 
tenants of the army; fo that the value of a 
captain-lieutenantcy in the fool, Which was then 
fixed by the board at 800I. is now raifed, upon 
the principles they laid down, to Qjol.; in the 
dragoons from 1400I. to 21 col. and in the ca- 
valry from 2000I. to 2450. It is to be obferved, 
that though his Majefty approved the eftimate of 
the board, yet he has only ordered, that thofe 
prices be not exceeded, and a fmaller price, 
though not a larger one, may be agreed upon

betwixt the purchafer and the feller. The par- 
ticular price for which any commiffion is to be 
fold, mud be mentioned in the memorial of the 
perfon who defires leave to fell. This rule, how- 
ever, may be evaded by a private agreement 
among the parties, where the buyer is the firfl 
for purchafe. 

The general rule in the army is, for thofe 
officers only to be allowed to fell, who have 
purchafed their commiffion s, which is notwith- 
llanding frequently difpenfed with, in favour of 
officers who have been difabled, or worn out in 
the fervice. 

Whenever an officer defires leave to fell his 
commiffion, he is to draw up a memorial flating 
the grounds on which he forms his expedations 
of getting that permiffion ; and in that cafe, 
difclaiming all preteniions to half-pay, penfion, 
or other reward for his pa ft military fervices. 
— There are forms for thefe memorials always 
lying at the office of the adjutant-general. 

If fuch memorialift be with his regiment, he 
is to. deliver his memorial to the officer com- 
manding; and it is by him to be tranfinitted to 
the colonel, (if within the kingdom) whofe ap- 
probation muft be obtained before it is laid be- 
fore 
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fore his Majefty. But, in the abfence of the 
colonel, the lieutenant colonel is to tranfmit it 
to the War office, certifying under his hand the 
truth of the fa^ therein contained, as far as his 
knowledge or belief may extend. 

In North America thefe memorials are to be 
tranfmitted, with the commanding officer's cer- 
tificate, to the commander in chief; in Gibraltar 
or other garrifons abroad, to the governor or 
commander for the time being on thofe ftations : 
but a duplicate mull always be fent to tlie colo- 
Mel of the regiment.

Dunng 
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Of the CommlJJions in the Militia. 

THE Lords Lieutenants of each county arc 
appointed by the king, and have the chief 
command of the militia in their refpedive coun* 
ties. 

In 1 786, an a6t of parliament was made for- 
amending and reducing into one the Militia Laws 
of England. By virtue of this a£t the lieute-: 
nants of counties appointed by his Majefly are 
to nominate twenty deputy lieutenants (three of 
whom may ad, when the lieutenant is out of 
the kingdom) together with officers duly quali- 
fied to command the militia of the county. 
They are, within fourteen days after the appoint- 
ment of officers, to certify their names and rank, 
and in cafe his Majefty does not iignify his dif- 
approbation of any of them, their conuniflions 
are then to be made out, and are not revokable 
on the death of the grantor. Thefe officers are 
to rank with the officers of fuch of his Majefly 'g 
forces as are liable to ferve out of Britain, aa 
youngefl of their rank.

THE qualification for a deputy-lieutenant 
is an eftate of 200I. a year in poifeflion, or 
the reverfion of one of double that value. A co- 
lonel to be in pofleifion of an eftate of loool. a 
year, or heir apparent to one of itoool. ; a lieu- 
tenant c6lonel to have an eftate of 600I. a year, 
or be heir to one of zftool.; a major or captain

The qualifications for officers in the counties 
of Cumberland, Huntingdon, Monmouth, Weft- 
moreland and Rutland, are in the following pro-* 
portions: a deputy lieutenant 150I. a yearj a 
colonel 600I. ; a lieutenant-colonel or major com- 
mandant 400I.; a major or captain 150I.; a lieu- 
tenant 30I.; and an eniign 20I. or 300I. perfonal 
property. The regulations are nearly the fame 
with regard to cities that are counties within 
themfelves; and in the Ifle of Ely the qualifica- 
tions are fiiU fmaller, a captain being duly qua- 
lified there by an eftate of lool. a year. 

Leafes on lives of 300I. per annum are to be 
deemed equal to a qualification of lOol. a year, 
and fo proportionably. Eftates granted for 20 
years of an annual value equal to thofe required 

F3 to 
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to qualify by this ad, are allowed as fu£icient 
qualifications. 

No commiffion fuperior to tliat of a lieutenant 
is to be granted till the qualification is deli- 
vered in ; and the officers are required to take 
the oaths within fix months after their appoint- 
ment. The names and rank of the feveral ofii* 
cers, together with their qualifications, are to 
be inferted in the London Gazette, and annu- 
ally laid b;^ th6 fecretary of ftate before parlia- 
ment. 

The penalty on fuch as a6t without a due 
qualification, is 200I. for every deputy lieute- 
aiant or field ofiicerj lool. for eveiy captain fo 
r^ending; half of which goes to the perfon 
that fues, and the proof of the qualification lies 
on him againft whom the a6tion is brought. 
This, however, is not to prevent peers of the 
realm, or their heirs-apparent, from a6ting as 
deputy lieutenant, field ofiBcers, or captamSf 
without any qualification. 

Militia officers ferving in time of adual inva- 
fion or rebellion, may on account of their mili- 
taiy merits, be promoted by the lord lieutenant 
to the rank of captaini without the qualification 
required by the ad.

Of the Allvwancii in Barracks^ Camp^ and 

garters. 

TPHE allowances to troops, beyond the grofs 

•^ pay in the pay-office, come under the head 

of extraordinaries of the army. Such are the ex- 

pences for barracks, marches, encampments, &c* 

Cff the AUvwances in Barracks, 

IN 1794 his Majefly was pleafed to regulate 
the barrack allowances upon a new plan, and 
appointed a barrack-mailer general to fuperin* 
tend the barracks in Great Britain. 

By the warrant iflued upon that occafion, ever/ 
barrack-mafler, on troops arriving in barracks, 
delivers up to the commanding officer the num- 
ber of rooms neceflary, with an inventory of the 
furniture and uteniils, flating the condition 
thereof. Two copies of this inventory iigned 
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by the commanding officer are given to the bar- 
rack-mafter, one of which he tranfinits to the 
barrack-mafter general. 

The barrack-mafter cannot change any article 
nnlefs it is certified by the commanding officer 
as unfit for farther ufe; and all certificates muft 
be feat to the barrack-mafter-general, as vouch- 
ers for the delivery of what is required. 

Once a month the barrack rooms and furni- 
ture muft be infpeded by the commanding officer 
and barrack-mafter. All damage, making allow- 
ance for wear and tear, to be eftimated by the 
barrack-mafter, and the amount of what fum 
is neceflary to make good tlie fame, laid before 
the commanding officer; if it is not immediately 
paid, the demand muft be verified by the bar- 
rack-mafter's affidavit, fent to the barrack-mafter 
general, who is to tranftnit a copy thereof to 
the commanding officer, and require an imme- 
diate anfwer. Should it appear that injury has 
been done to the barracks or furniture, the 
barrack-mafter general certifies the amount of 
the repairs to the fecretary at war, that the re- 
giment may be charged with it. But if the 
demand is not made by the barrack-mafter im- 
mediately 
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mediately after the infpedUon, the damages to be 
made good by himv 

On the firft of every month the commanding 
officer muft tranfmit to the barrack-mafter ge- 
neral, a return of the number of officers and 
men Rationed in the barrack for the preceding 
jaaonth, and the barrack-mafter is to fend a weekly 
return of the officers and men to whom ftorcs 
have been iffued. 

Half-yearly accounts up to 24th June and 24th 
Pecember, with general returns of the receipts 
and iffiiesy to be fent to the barrack-mafter 
general, within fourteen days after the above 
periods, that they may be examined and fettled 
without delay. 

Every barrack-mafter muft, when a regiment 
or detachment marches in or out of barracks, 
report to the barrack-mafter general, fpecifying 
the regiment or detachment, the commanding 
officer's name, and the number of officers and 
privates. 

Once in three months, viz. 2Sth Marcii, 24th 
June, 23d September, and 24th December, the 
barrack mafter muft fend a return of the ftiateof 
the barracks, furniture, and utenftls, both in 
ufe and in ftore, fpecifying the condition they 

are 
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are in, and what number of rooms have been 
occupied during the three months preceding. 
The commanding officer inaft counterfign thefc 
returns. 

Ail deliveries of £uing and candles to be 
vouched by certificates as well as by accurate re- 
tmnsy under the hand of the commanding offi- 
cer, and tranfmitted along with the accounts. 

If the barrack-mafter negleds any part of his 
duty, the conmianding officer muil report the 
fame to the barrack-mailer general, who is 
authorized to fend down an infpe6tor to take 
poileffion of the barracks, till matters are fettled, 
and the expence of the infpeftor to be charged 
to the barrack-mailer's account, and flopped out 
of his pay. 

On the arrival of a regiment in barracks, the 
non-commiffioned officers and privates are fup- 
plied by the barrack-mafler with one pair of 
clean fheets to each bed, for which three pence 
per pair mufl be paid for a double bed, and two- 
pence per pair for a fingle bed, and the fame 
every month when they are changed, for the 
wafhing. To every room the following articles 
are given : bedfleads, mattreffes, paliafTes, bol- 
flers, blankets^ fheets, rugs, round towel^ table, ' 

racks 
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racks for arms, fire irons, iron pots, pot-hooks, 
iron trivets, ladles, flelh-fork, frying-pan, grid- 
iron, large bowls or platters, fmall bowls or 
porringers, trenchers, fpoons, water bucket, coal 
tray, bellows, candleftick, tin can of three gal- 
lons, large earthen pan for meat, bafket for 
coals, drinking horns, earthen chamber pots, 
broom and mop. 

The rooms for the quarter mailers and fer- 
jeants of cavalry, and the ferjeant-major and 
quarter-mafter feijeant, are furnifhed in the 
fame manner as the foldiers. 

Officers rooms are furnilhed with a table, two 
chairs, a coal box, coal tray, bellows, fire-irons, 
and fender. 

The following table will fhew the proportion 
of rooms for officers, non-commiflioncd officers, 
and privates of cavalry and infantry.

When there are a fufficient number of rooms 
in a barrack, fubalterns of infantry may have 
one each, and the full allowance of coals and 
candles. 

•During the months of November, December, 
January, February and March, every cavalry 
room has weekly, 3 J buihels of coals, and 2f 
pounds of candles. The fame quantity of coals 
to the infantry, but only i J pound of candles. 

During April, September, and Odobcr, a 
buihels of coals and two pounds of candles are 
iflued tO"the cavalry. To the infantry the coals 
are the fame, with 6ne pound of candles. 

In May, June, July, and Auguft, the cavalry 
have ij buihels of coals and i^ pound of can- 
dles. The like quantity of coals to the infantry 
with three quarters of a, pound of candles. 

For 
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For a commiffioned officer's guard, 7 bufhelfe 
of coals, and 4 pounds of candles, are iflucd 
weekly from ift September to ill May. A non- 
commiffioned officer's guard has half the above 
for the fame period. 

Candles, at the rate of one pound per week,. 
are allowed for each Ian thorn in the paffage and 
galleries. 

Straw is furnifhed every two months for the 
bedding of non-commiffioned officers and pri- 
vates.

X. CoMMtSStONBD OpfICBKS. 

IN England officers are billeted on inn-keepers 
only, all private houfes having been ex- 
empted) by an Ad of Parliament} pafTed in the 
reign of K. Charles II. 

In Scotland they are billeted on houfes in ge- 
neral, conformably to the laws in force at t;he 
Union, and are exexnpted paying money to tlie 
pofTefTors of fuch houfes for their lodging, ex- 
cept in the fuburbs of Edinburgh. 

Neither the A6t above referred to, nor the 
Mutiny A6t, exprefs in a definite manner the 
quarters which publicans are to furniih the offi- 
cers, and therefore there are frequent difputes 
between them and their landlords, which can 
only be fettled by the juflices of the peace, ac- 
cording to the fpirit of the A6t to the bed of 

their 
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their judgment. No certain rule being laid 
down, they muft go upon the ground of analogy. 

By examining what officers are entitled to in 
barracks, it will appear that a captain ihould be 
provided, in virtue of his billet, with a proper 
room to himfelf ; and that a lingle room with 
two beds will fuffice for two fubal terns or flafi 
officers. 

But a circumflance to be confidered likewife, 
is the means or ability of the perfon quarr 
tercd on. 

Field officers and captains have no other claim 
on publicans on whom they are quartered, but 
their lodging, fire, and candle; neither are their 
horfes billeted. 

Subaltern officers, both of dragoons and in- 
fantry, are entitled to have their horfes provided 
with flabling, and hay and flraw. The Mutiny 
A6t allows only 6d. per diem to the inn-keeper 
for every horfe fo furnifhed; but the late A6t 
for the Relief of Inn-keepers allows an addi- 
tional 4|d. per diem for each officer's horfe bil- 
leted; the former 6d. is paid by the officer, and 
the 4|d. is charged to government by the regi- 
mental pay-mafler. Subaltern officers of dra- 
goons and foot, in terms of the Mutiny A6t, are 

G 3 entitled 
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entitled alfo to diet and fmall beer for is. per 
diem, and fubaltem officers of horfe for 2s. per 
diem. 

There are iltuaticMis in which officers are al- 
lowed kdging money ; but this is never the cafe 
but in barrack tonmsj and under circum^nces 
where they cannot be accommodated in the bar- 
racks, nor be provided with billets. As this is 
an expence incurred in the department of the 
barrack-mafler general, he has fixed the follow- 
ing allowances for lodging. 

The rates for each rank are: field officers, 
I OS. 6d. per week; captaias, 8 s. per week; fu- 
bal terns and ftafF, 6s. per week. The pay-maf- 
ter is to tranfmit every two months to the agent, 
a return of lodging money certified in the fol- 
lowing manner: 

1 . The barrack-mafler of the place is to cer- 
ti fy that the oflScers could not be fupplied with 
requifite apartments in the barracks. 

2. The refident affiftant quarter-mafter ge- 
neral of the diftri6b, or other competent officer 
in the fuite of the general commanding, is to 
certify that billets could not be procured for the 
officers fpecified in the returns. 

3. The commanding officer of the corps is to 

certify 
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certify that the officers fpedfied were prefent, 
and did provide themfelyes with lodgings. 

4. The general commanding in the diflrid is 
to confirm by his fignature>the above declara- 
tions. 

Lodging money is paid by the barrack office 
to the agents of regiments by a bill at 30 days 
fight; but unlefs the return has every one of 
the above mentioned certificates it will not be 
admitted, and of courfe the money cannot be 
received. 

2, Non-commissioned Officers and 

Privates. 

BY certain claufes in the Mutiny A6t, they 
are to be provided with proper lodging, Rrcy and 
'candle, and furnifhed with diet and fmall beer 
by the publican ; thofe of the cavalry for 6d. per 
diem each, and thofe of the infantry for 4d. per 
diem, fiut this the foldiers could only infill 
upon when on a march ; or when recruiting, for 
the fpace of /even days after halting at any quar- 
ters: at the expiration of which the landlord 
was exempted from the necellity of finding 
them in diet, on condition of furnifhing them 
with candles, vinegar, and fait, and either fmall 

beer 
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beer or cyder, not exceeding 5 pints for each man 
per diem, gratis ; together with the ufe of fire, 
and the neceffary utenfils for drefling and eating 
their meat. The horfes are like wife to be bil- 
leted, paying the publican for hay and ftraw at 
the rate, exprefled in the A6t, of 6d. per diem 
for each horfe. But the A6t for the Relief of 
Inn-keepers, which took place on the 20th May 
1795, alters very confiderably the fituation of 
the publican with refpe6t to the noa-rcommif-r 
fioned officers and privates. 

When the men are ftationary in quarters, it 
is in the option of the inn -keeper to viftual them 
or not. If he gives them diet and fmall beer, 
he TCCGiwts fx pence per diem from thofe of ca- 
valry, and/o«r pence per diem from the infantry, 
to be paid him out of the fubfiftence of the 
men. 

But when the men are on a march, the pub- 
lican /V o^//§^<?^ by this ad to. furniih them, with 
diet or beer,- for the day of their arrival, either 
at their final deftination, or at an intermediate 
place, and for two days fubfequent, unlefs one 
of the two fubfequent days be a market day, ei- 
ther in the town or within 2 miles thereof; in 
which cafe the publican may difcontinue to vic- 
tual 
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toal them. On the days the Ad obliges the 
inn-keeper to vidual them, government allows 
9n extra rate of four pence per diem for the ca- 
valiy^ and Jixpence pence per diem for the infan- 
try, which added to the old rates of fix pence 
for the cavaliy and four pence for infantry, make 
xod. per diem for the publican from each man. 

This additional or extra rate of 4.d* for the 
cavahy and 6d. for the infantry, b called March'^ 
ing Mwe^ or Biliei Money, 

In every cafe where the publican does not diet 
the meni he mufl fumiih them with candles, vi- 
negar, fait, and fmall beer or cyder; and in the 
place of doing fo gratis^ as formerly, government 
now allows him two pence per diem for each man 
fo fumiihed. This allowance is termed Beer 
Money, 

Recruiting parties, and their recruits, ai-e pre- 
cifely on the fame footing with the publicans 
as all other parties of foldiers are: but if a recruiting 
party and their recruits fhall remove from their 
flation and return again within 28 days, they are 
not entitled to be fupplied for 2 days with diet 
and beer by the publican at the old rates; but 
if the period of abfence exceed 28 days, then they 

may 
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may claim the 2 days diet as above fpeciiied in 
terms of the A6t. 

The fubfiftence of every troop horfe is Qd. per 
diem, and the difbibution of it is as follows^ 
6d. per day to the inn-keeper for hay and draw, 
sjd. per day in aid of oats, id. per day for the 
farrier. 

In order that the* quantity of 81bs. of oats may 
be fumifhed the horfes, government pays the 
difference of price above the 2}d; 

This forms what is called the Extra Feeding 
Accwnt of the cavalry, and is only allowed when 
horfes are in quarters. This allowance is alfo 
extended to a certain number of officers horfes, 
viz. 4 for a field officer; 3 for a captain; 2 for 
a fubaltem or ftafF officer; and i for a quarter- 
roafler. 

The effective horfes are ftated at 81bs. of oats 
per day-^the number of pounds divided by 40, 
gives the quantity in bufhels, which is reduced 
to quarters, &c. and the price paid per quarter 
being given, the amount of the whole is fet 
down, from which is deduded 2|d. per diem for 
eveiy horfe charged in the account, including 
the officers horfes according to the number al- 
lowed and fpecified above. 

Troop 
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Troop horfes, and thofe of officers entitled to bil-^ 
kts^'were fumifhed with hay and draw, in terms 
of the old A6t, at 6d. per diem each, which was 
flopped out of the gd. per diem, allowed for the 
fabfiftence of the horfe; but, in coniideration of 
the advanced price of thefe articles, government 
now allows, purfuant to the A6t for the Relief 
of Inn-keepers, 4|d. per diem for every horfe fo 
fumifhed, in addition to the former fix pence, 
whether flationary in quarters, or on a march, 
fo that the inn-keeper has now lofd. per diem 
ibr eveiy horfe fupplied with hay and flraw.

The pay of the ferjeants, corporals, and trum- 
peters, making allowance for the difference, is 
fubjed to the like eftimate and expenditure. 

The balance of il. 5s. 6d. forms a fund, out of 
which fuch necefTaries as may be wanted arc 
provided. 

At the end of every year the men muft be ac- 
counted with, and if any balance remains in 
their favour it muft be paid to them.

I. Bread money. To every eflfedive non-com- 
miffioned officer, drummer, and private, prefent 
with the regiment or on command, i|d. per diem. 
The money for this purpofe is iflued with the 
fubfiftence monthly, in advance to the agent of 
the regiment. 

a. Allowance for neceflaries. The fum of 
6s. id. half yearly is paid to every eflfedive pri- 
vate man. This is the allowance which was 
formerly called poundage, 

3. New 
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3. New allowances for neceffaries. To all 
non-commiflioned officers, drummers, and pri- 
vates, the fum of 6s. 7;d. is paid half yearly. 

The neceflary money is iffued half yearly, ac- 
cording to the ellablifhment, immediately aftfir 
the 24th of June; but on or immediately after 
the 24th of December, an account from each re- 
giment muft be made, Hating the whole demand 
/or the year, and giving credit for the money 
already received. The agent delivers this ac- 
count into the War-office, who receives the ba 
lance wanting to complete the allowances for the 
cffedtive number. 

With the above allowances the pay of a pri- 
vate foldier for 365 days will be as follows:

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The balance of i8s. jd. which is about 4}d. 
per week, is to pay for fuch neceffaries as may 
be accidentally wanted, it muft be referved for 
that purpofe. If not ufed it will be accounted 
for half-yearly. Should it fo happen that any of 
the articles included in the expenditure of the 
3I. -1 8s. 7}d. are not wanted, the money in that 
cafe to be accounted for at the end of the year. 

Independent of the above allowances, there 
are others, fuch as , 

r. Forbrufhes, pickers, turn-fcrews, worms, 
brick-duft, emery, and oil. The a6bial expendi- 
ture of thefe articles to be certified for upon ho- 
nour by the colonel or commanding officer, pro- 
vided it does not in any half year exceed is. 4|d. 
per man of each efFe6tive rank and file. The 
account to be tranfmitted through the war office 
to the office of ordnance, where the allowance is 
paid to the agents of regiments. 

2. For watch-coats for fentries, at the propor- 
tion of 6d. per man, half yearly, including non- 
commiffion officers. To be charged in the an- 
nual accounts of the regiment. The watch-coats 
to be provided when wanted. This allowance is 
granted for the full eftablifhent of non-com- 
miffioned officers and privates. 

H3 The 
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The foregoing allowances, old and new, for 
neceffaries, as alfo the bread monej, are now 
confolidated into one rate, which is iflued 
monthly, with the foldier's fubfiflence, and for 
which he is to be accounted with in the fame 
manner as for his pay. 

The allowances for cleaning arms, and for fur- 
nifhing watch coats, are not included in the 
confolidation of allowances, but are charged by 
regiments of infantry in the fame manner as be- 
fore; the reafon is, thefe two allowances are 
confidered as regimental, and from which the 
foldier never derived any perfonal emolument; 
therefore could not, on any juft principle, be 
comprehended with the others. 

Vide an abftrad of the Confolidation Warrant 
in the appendix to this work. 

In addition to the above allowances, govern- 
ment has, fince the high price of provifions, 
granted to the non-commi(iioned officers and 
privates of cavalry and infantry, an allowance on 
the purchafe of their bread and meat. 

Formerly the foldier had a fix pound loaf of 
bread every 4 days, or a pound and a half of 
bread per diem, for which he paid, when in 
camp, only 5d. per loaf, and the red was charged 

to

to government by the contradors. Orders were 
given afterwards that men in quarters fhould 
have bread on the fame terms as in camp. 

During the great fcarcity and high price of 
wheat, government deemed it proper that the 
foldiers fhould have their allowance of bread re- 
trenched to one pound per diem, or a four pound 
loaf every four days, and that the value of the 
half pound of bread thus retrenched fhould 
be laid out in the purchafe of vegetables, or any 
other nourifhing article of food. The pay-maf- 
ter. forms a contradl for the bread and pays what- 
ever is the market price. The deliveries are 
every 4 days; — the foldier pays 5d. per loaf ; and 
whatever more it may have cofl, the pay-mafter 
charges in his bread account to government. 
He alfo charges, in this bread account, the 
amount of the half pound retrenched per diem, 
at the fame rate the four pound loaf is publickly 
fold. 

As a further indulgence to the army, the non- 
commiffioned officers and foldiers are not to pay 
more for their butcher's meat i\\2i\\ four pence half* 
penny per pound, all above that price is to be 
charged by the pay-mafler in his account of meat 
to government, taking care to make his purchafe 

on 
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on as good terms as poflible. The quantity of 
meat to be thus delivered is not exa6Uy fixed; 
in general tlie delivery runs from four to Ave 
pounds per week. 

Thefe accounts of bread and meat are to be 
made out every two months, flating the number 
of effe^ves prefent, the days of delivery,, mar- 
ket price of the articles and difference,, after the 
ufual lloppage from the men tliat is charged to 
government. 

To . thefe generous accommodations on the 

part of government, if we take into confidera- 

tion the efFed which the new A€t in favour of 

the publican has on the manner in which he 

treats the men billetted on him; the fituation of 

the foldier is comfortable in every refpe6t, nor 

can he with juftice defire or expqft more.

Returns of this duty muft be made up after

The form of thefe 
returns muft exprefs the dates of routes, number 
of deferters, where and from whom received, 
where and to whom delivered, and the fti'engtli 
of parties. 

The cavalry, when efcorting deferters, have 
the fame allowances as the infantry. 

The commanding officer of any detachment 
receiving orders to fend an efcort with a deferter, 
is to advance an adequate fum of money on ac- 
count of pay, as the probable time of his con- 
finement in gaol, and march to his final defiina*- 
tion may require. Such neceifaries as he may 
alfq fiand abfolutely in need of are alfo to be 

provided. 
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'pi-ovided. The different fums of money thus 
afdvanced are to be particularized on the back of 
the Route, — The commanding officer, or his ad- 
jutant or pay-mafter, by his diredtion, are to 
fign their names on the back of the route. 

When the deferter is handed over, either to 
the gaoler or to another party^ the party receiv- 
ing him is to certify the balance of money they 
receive with him. 

The diftribution of the money is to be ftated 
on the back of the route, and if any improper 
charges appear, the non-commi(fioned officer, 
under whofe car« they were contt^dedj muft 
make good the amount thereof. 

The agent of the regiment to which the de- 
ferter belongs, is to repay the money advanced, 
provided he fees the route, and is fatisfied that 
the money is fairly accounted for.

WHEN corps are employed on fatigues which 
are not purely of a military nature, or a conftant 
and regular part of their duty, fuch as digging 
canals, repairing roads, working on fortifica-

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Of the Provijion for difabled Officers and 

Soldiers, 

A late fecretary at war remarked, in one of his 
official letters, that there are but too few com- 
fortable retreats from adive fervice for the vete- 
ran officer in this country. The only provifion 
that the eibblifhment affords for them are, the 
commiflions in the corps of invalids, (which 
are not in proportion to the drength of the army, 
and the military governments.) 

It is this circumflance that originally gave rife 
to the fale of commiflions, which has grown fo 
prejudicial to the fervice. Yet, however inju- 
rious that praftice may be to the army in general, 
there is another method of providing for veteran 
officers, though at prefent much difcon tinned, 
which proves infinitely more fo to the particular 
corps, in which it is fufFered to take place: viz. 
the going out upon full-pay. In this cafe, if it 
is the lieutenant-colonel that retires, the perfon^ 
who fucceeds him in the commiffion of lieute- 
nant colonel, receives only the pay of major; 
the major ferves on captain's pay, the youngefl 
captain on that of lieutenant, the youngefl lieu- 
tenant 
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tenant on that of enfign, and the youngeft en- 
lign without any pay. But when an officer 
retires in this manner, it muft be with the uni- 
verfal confent and recommendation of the corps. 

Officers 'bounded in the fervice are entitled to 
his Majefty's bounty, by a warrant iffiied at the 
commencement of the late war — viz, 

" If a wound fhall be received in adion by 
any commiflion officer, which ihall occafion the 
lofs of an eye or limb, or the total lofs of the ufe 
of a limb, he fhall receive a gratuity in money, 
equal to one year's full pay; and further be al- 
lowed fuch expence relating to his cure, if not 
performed at the king's charge, as Ihall be certi- 
fied to be reafonable by the furgeon general of 
the army, and infpedtor-general of the royal in- 
firmary, upon examination of the vouchers, 
which he fhall lay before them. If the wound 
received fhould not amount to the lofs of a 
limb,, the charge of cure only fhall be allowed, 
certified as above. When any commifiioned 
officer fhall lofe an eye or limb, as aforefaid, the 
commanding-officer of the corps in which he 
ferves, fhall deliver to him a certificate, fpecify - 
ing the time when, and the place where, the 
faid accident happened; a duplicate of which 

certificate 
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certificate fhall be fent with the next monthly 
return,. 

" When any commiflion-officer fhall be killed 
in adtion, his widow and orphan children, if he 
leaves any, fhall be allowed as follows: 

" To the widow, a full year's pay, according 
to her hufband*s regimental commiffion. 

** To each child undei^ age, or not married, 
one-third of what is allowed to the widow. 
Pofthumous children to be excluded. 

'* All perfons dying of their wounds within 
fix months after battle, fhall be deemed flain in 
adion. 

*^ The commanding ofHcer of the corps, in 
which the flain officer ferved, fhall, on demand, 
give a certificate of his having been killed in 
a6tion to his furviving wife and orphans; re- 
fpe6tively fpecifying the time when, and the 
place where fuch accident happened; a dupli- 
cate of which certificate fhall likewife be fent 
with the next monthly return.' 
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Allowances to difcharged Men, 

WHEN men are difcharged, and not recom- 
mended to Chelfea Hofpital, they have the fol- 
lowing allowances to carry them home. 

To any part of England, 14 days fubfiftence. 

"When difcharged in England, to any part of 
Scotland 2 1 days fubfiHence. 

To any part of Ireland, 28 days fubfiftence. 

The allowance to a rejeded recruit is regulated 
by the diftance he is at from the place of his en- 
liftmen t.

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If the provifion for commiflion officers worn 
out in the fervice be, as was obferved above, ra- 
ther infufficient, that for the non-commiflion of- 
ficers and foldiers on the foundation of Chelfea 
hofpital, is, like Greenwich hofpital for the navy, 
one of the mofl liberal and munificent inditu- 
tions in Europe. 

To be entitled to the benefit of this founda- 
tion the foldier mufl have ferved in the army 
20 years, or been niaimed or difabled in the fer- 
vice. Thofe admitted into the hofpital are pro- 
vided with clothes, diet, wafhing and lodging, 
and one day's pay in the week for pocket money. 
Their uniform is red, faced with blue. 

An out-penfioner is paid 7I. 12s. 6d. a year, 
•and may be draughted to do duty in any ganifon 
in Great-Britain ; in which cafe, as he has full 
pay, his penfion ceafes. 

There are a certain number of ferjeants, who 
have IS per diem on the cftablifhment; and as a 
further reward to merit, his Majefly has been 
pleafed to grant i^, per diem^ during life, to fuch 
foldiers as have particularly diflinguifhed them- 
felves by their valour or good condu6t; to the 
benefit of which bounty they fucceed in rota- 
tion, as vacancies happen; the number being 
iimited.

Extract from the Report of a Committee^ ap- 
pointed to enquire into the State of the Army^ 
1746. 

UPON a late enquiry by a committee ap- 
pointed to coniider the flate of his Ma- 
jefty's land-forces and marines, fo far as relates 
to the diflribution of the money granted by par- 
liament for the pay, to the number of effedive 
men, and the methods of muilering and recruit- 
ing, it appeared, that the charge of the 4 troops 
of horfe-guards, and the 2 troops of grenadier 
guards, is no greater than heretofore, but that 
5 regiments of horfe, 10 of dragoons, 3 of foot- 
guards and 30 battalions of foot, employed on 
the Britiih eflablilhment for the year 1 745, coft 
the nation, 999941 1. i6s. 8d. whereas the famie 
number of forces, divided as they now are, 
would have coil at the peace of Utrecht, only 
871042I. IS. 8d. fo that the charge is increafed 
128899I. 158.

In order to know the propriety and reafon of 
this addition to the public charge, the conunittee 
enquired into the method of clothing the army, 
and the money allowed for that pmpofe. 

Of the Clothing of the Army. 

IT appeared by the evidence before the com- 
mittee, that the foot receives clothing annually 
except waiflcoats, which are made out of the 
old coats of the preceding year,* the horfe and 

* This regulation has been fince altered ; the foldiers 
being now provided wjth fronts to their waiftcoats, and 
the backs are made out of the old coats, as before. 

K, %. dra^Qou& 
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dragoons every two years, and the horfe and gre- 
nadier guards every three years. It appeared 
alfo, that the clothing fund arifes from the 
ftoppage of fo much of the pay of the non-com- 
miffion-officers and private men, as is above their 
fubfiflencei and is called ofF-reckonings. The 
off-reckon.ings from June, 1 740, to June 1 7431 
for the firft troop of horfe grenadier guards, 
amounted to 282 3I. 5s. Qd: the pa3rments for 
clothes in that time amounted to no more than 
J946I. 2s. lid. The balance, therefore, appears 
to be 88 7I. 3s. yld. out of which, the colonel 
having provided feveral other neceffaries not par- 
ticularly fpecified, but alledged to amount to 
about 300I. a gain of above 500I. clear accrued 
to him by the neat furplus.

However it appeared,, that upwards of 5 7 81. had 
;been faved by a colonel, after clothing his re- 
giment: but a clothier-, being alked whether, in 
general, the^ colonel of a regiment does not gain 
750I. by clothing it, faid, he was certain that 
he did not.. 

The con^mittee proceeding to enquire into the 
nature of the fund appropriated to the clothing, 
it appeared, that the grofs off-reckonings con^ 
of all the pay of the.non-commidion officers an^ 
private men above' the fubiiflence; and that t)ip 
nett ofF*reckonings are the produce of the groi^ 
€fF-recte>ning9, rcferved for the clothing of the 
men, after the warrant dedu6tion of is. in the 
pound, and one day's pay of the whole regiment 
for Chelfea Qofpital, and alfo the dedudion of 
2d. in the pound for the. agent, are made at the 
pay office. That the balance of the officer's pay, 

encc 6d. per week is flopped for furnifhing flbckings, 
^oes, &c: when the regimental ones are worn out j the 
captain being accountable for the refidue every two 
months. For the coafolidated allowance in addition to 
Jh^pay, vide Appendix. 
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over and above their fubfiftcnce, after the war- 
rant dedu^ons are made, and the refpited paj, 
if there is any, is charged to the officer, is called 
clearings, which is paid by the pay-mafter-gene- 
ral to the different agents. 

It appeared alfo, that this balance is not paid 
to the colonels till a year or two after the cloth- 
ing is provided. That it is ufually the cuftona 
for the colonel to aifign the whole of the off- 
reckonings to the clothier for his fecurity, or elfe 
to pay ready money; and that in the former cafci 
the clothier is allowed intereil for forbearance. 
That the fubiiilence of the men allowed for 
clothing loft by defertion is paid to the rcfpec- 
tive cdonels, the off-reckonings only being in- 
eluded in the affignment ; and that there are fe- 
veral other articles of expence defrayed out of 
the clothing fund, as the charge of package, of 
carriage by land or water, of infurance when fcnt 
abroad, of intereft, more or lefs, as the off* 
reckonings are paid, of fees of offices, of finaU 
accoutrements, colours, drums, and other con* 
tingent charges. 

The clothing to be fumifhed by the colonek 
were found to be as follows. 

To a trooper a new coat, waiftcoaty laced hat, 

and 
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and large buff gloves, once in two years : to a 
dragoon the fame, with the addition of breeches. 
At every clothing each troop of horfe of 3 1 or 
3 3 men to receive four new faddles with holfter- 
pipes, buckets, flirrups, and fix bits: each troop of 
dragoons of 50 men, fix new faddles with holiier- 
pipes, buckets, ftirrups, and nine bits. The whole 
regiment, whether of horfe or dragoons, new 
boots, head-flails, reins, bread plates and cruppers 
eveiy third clothing; new houiings. and caps 
every fifth clothing; new cloaks, every iixth 
clothing; new fhoulder belts, &c. of the beft 
buff, every tenth clothing. The fecond mount- 
ing, viz. the year they are not clothed, to confifl 
of new laced hats and horfe-collars to the troopers; 
and to the dragoons the fame, with the addition 
of gloves. 

Each foot /olJier a new coat, a waiftcoat made 
of the former year's coat, a pair of new breeches, 
a pair of ftrong flockings, a pair of flrong ihoes, 
a good ihirt and neck-cloth,^ and a flrong laced 
hat every year. 

^ At prefent the neck-cloth is changed to a black 
ftock and roller j which, together with the fliirt, fhoes, 
and ftockings, is called the half mounting. Fronts are 
likewife allowed to the waiftcoats as mentioned above.

This will make an addition 
of 56I. 108. to the balance of 21 il. 17s. 3d.; fo 
that the clear furplus, after all expences, to the 
colonel, is 268I. 7s. 3d. It is alfo to be obferved, 
that it was calculated for a regiment on foreign 
fervice ; for in time of peace it was allowed, that 
the expence of clothing a regiment of that 
ilrength would fall fhort of the above efllmate, 
19 il.

when his clear annual profit upon the clothing 
appeared on an average — 348I.

Agents 
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Agents. 

WITH regard to agents, it appeared, that 
their allowance coniifls of a man per troop or 
company, and 2d. in the pound from the whole 
pay of the regiment; that the place of agent is 
fometimes a gift, but generally a purchafe ; that 
he is properly the colonel's clerk, and that it is 
at the colonel's option, whether he ihall receive 
the whole, or any part of the agent's allowance, 
except the 2d. in the pound, being obliged to 
account to the colonel for the red, if he thinks 
fit to referve it for his own ufe. 

Commijfaries of Mujiers. 

THE allowance upon the eflablifhment for 
muflers appeared to be as follows :

W^idaws 
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Widows^ Penjions, 

THAT when a widow applies for a penfion^ 
a certificate is required , figned by the colonel, 
and agent ai the regiment, to which her hof-' 
band belonged; together with aik ^&davit of her 
awn annexed; in which (he fwears, that fhe \a 
the real widaw of the officer mentioned in the 
faid certificate. Whereupon the king grants a 
warrant, which is eonnterfigned bj the fecretary 
at war, for the pennon, agreeably to the regti- 
l^itioB; and that when this is granted, the 
widow receives htt penfion clear,, and without 
dedu6tion. That as often as the widows receive 
their penfions, they are obliged to make oath 
(except in a few induces, where the oath 
has been difpen&d with) that they continae 
t)ie widows of fueh officers^ and that they 
have no provi^fion or other peotfion: firom the gcv- 
vernment, either m Gfeat BtLtaiai os Ireland: 
which oaitk ia* aUb that ia rc^md of them^ if 
they eome themielves^^; but that, if they cm^ 
power any other perfon* by letters of attorney,, to 
receive their pen^ns, thofe perftms mufk bdug, 
aeertii«^e fygm the aifiifler and chnrchi-wao^ 

dens 
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dens of the pariih where the widows live, certi- 
fying, that fiich widows are living, and to the 
bcft of their knowledge continue the widows of 
fach officers. 

That IS. in the pound is dedufted out of all 
the receipts on this fund (from the treafmy) 
for the pay-mafter's falary, amounting one year 
with another, to 750!. per annum; out of which 
aool. was ufually paid to the under fecretary at 
war, and lool. to the deputy pay-mafter. 

That the whole annual fund is iffued to the 
pay-mafter, within the compafs of 16 months; 
and that the payments are made every 4 months, 
after 8 are due, to thofe who demand them. 

Of the Stock'Purfcy or non-effe^ive Fund, 

THE agent to the Duke of Montague's regi- 
ment of horfe, being examined in relation to 
the difpofal of the vacant pay of private men 
wanting to complete, informed the committee, 
that it remains with the captain, and is applied, 
together with the pay of the two warrant men, 
to the recruiting fund, an account whereof is 
made up once a year; in which account credit is 
given on the one fi<Je for the vacant pay, and, 
on the other, the expence of horfes and men 

raifed 
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raifed within the year is charged, and the bsu 
lance, if there is any, is carried to the next year's 
accounts but that, in time of fervice, the fund 
feldom anfwerft the expence. That a general 
account is made up for the whole regiment, and 
then fubdivided to each troop; but t^at the txr 
ceedings in one troop are not applied to make 
good the deficiencies in another. That this ac- 
count is made up by the agent^ and delivered to 
each captain, after it has been fhewn to the co- 
lonel, who infpe6ts it, in order to fee how each 
captain has recruited his troop ; but that the co- 
lonel, as colonel, never meddles with the money 
ariiing from this fund, further than to fee that 
it is properly difpofed of; and this is not the co- 
lonel's perfonal account, but belongs to the regi- 
ment, to which the colonel is anfwerable. 

That it feldom happens that the balance is 
coniiderable, either for or againll the captain, 
becaufe the fund aUowed for recruiting is caku^ 
lated to anfwer the common cafualties; but 
when by extraordinary calamities, which have 
fometimes happened, the lofs has been fo great, 
that it was not in the power of the captain to 
make it good out of his remounting fand^ U 
was cuftomary to reprefent the cafe to the king, 

who 
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who has ordered the deficiency to be made npf 
either by an allowance of a certain number of 
vacancies for a time fpecified, or (as is generally 
done in time of war) out of the fund for contin- 
gencies of the army. That the balance in favour 
of the captain fometimes amounts to between 
40L or 50I. for two or three years, and that it 
is not in the coloneFs power to apply that balance 
towards making up deficiencies in another troop : 
that this balancj^ in time of peace, is fometimes 
paid to the captain by the coloners order, when 
their troops have been completed ; but when it 
is not paid to them, it is referved for future ac- 
cidents. That he has known a balance paid to 
one captain, when the balance has been againU 
the other captains of the fame regiment; but 
that he never knew a balance paid to one cap* 
tain when there was fo great a deficiency in 
other troops, that there has been a neceffity to 
apply to the king: and believes the two cafes 
never happened together. That the agent keeps 
the account of the two warrant men upon 
the eftablifhment, and the allowances by the 
king; which account the agent credits for as. per 
man ; but that he is not charged with enlifting 

men; 
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men; nor does any account of the fund for that 
purpole come to his hands. 

Befides the two warrant men on the edabliih- 
ment, it appeared, that there is the pay of ano- 
ther vacant man allowed to each troop, and in 
fome regiments two, towards the remounting 
fund. 

The agent to Sir John Ligonier's regiment of 
horfe being examined in relation to the fund for 
remounting and recruiting, informed the com- 
mittee, that the fubliftence of one of the two 
vacant men, per troop, allowed in that regiment, 
is referved in the agent's hands, towards the re- 
mounting fund, and added to the fubfiflence of 
the two warrant men upon the edablifhment ; 
but that the fubfiflence of the other vacant man 
is iifued to the captain with his own fubfiftence, 
and no account of that comes to the agent. 
That the clerk of each troop keeps a particular 
account of the vacancies, both of private men 
and horfes, and gives the fame to the command- 
ing officer, who delivers it to the pay-mafter; 
from whence a general account is tranfmitted to 
the agent. That the agent makes up an account 
annually with each captain of the expence of 

remounting and recruiting his troop; and if 

tkete. 
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there is a furplus in his favour, lie Ibmedinef 

receives it, and fometimes not, as the coloiwl 
pleafes; bat that it is never paid witfaoat the 
cxdonePs orders. That if the captains decUne 
taking the furplus, as they ibmedmes do, it is 
cairied to the next year's account; but that the 
balance is as often againfl, as in favour of, the 
captains : that he believes the <:aptains fometimes 
pay the balance, when it is againft them ; but 
that if there is a furplus in favour <^ the captain 
of one troop, and a great balance sigainft the 
captain of another, the furplus d the iformer is 
not applied to make good the deficiencies of the 
latter. 

With regard to the ftock-purfe, or remount- 
ing fund, in the feveral regiments of dragoons, 
it appeared, that the fubiiftence of three men and 
horfes is referved for that fervioe, beiides the 
two warrant men allowed upon the ^eftabliik- 
ment; and that the money is difpofed of as in 
the cavalry. That the captains keep that ac- 
count themfelves, and that no vacant pay goes 
to the oolonel, it being all appropriated to the 
fund of the flock-purfe. 

That the fund for recruiting the regiments of 
infantry anfics from the vacancies^ being thence 

called 
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called the non-cffedive fund. That in time of 
war, the pay of three vacant men is commonly 
allowed for recruiting, befides the two warrant 
men granted to each captain upon the eflablilh- 
ment; but if any man is refpited upon the 
mufter-roll, then the two warrant men are both 
refpited, there being in all eftabliftiments a war- 
rant to refpite thofe two men, when the com- 
pany is not full. 

Another agent being examined in relation to 
the ftock-purfe and recruiting accounts, in- 
formed the committee, that in the regiments of 
horfe, thofe accounts are kept feparately by 
each troop, but that, in the foot, the method of 
keeping the recruiting account varies; being 
fometimes a particular, and feme times a general 
regimental account: and that to this account 
is carried the fubfiftence of tlie two warrant men 
upon the eftabliihment, and the vacant pay of 
non-efFe6tives. That abroad, the commanding 
officer makes a return of the number of effediivc 
men to the commander in chief; whereby the 
number of non-effedives is afcertaincd ; and 
thereupon the pay-mafter of the regiment is or- 
dered to iflue fubfiftence to the captains for the 

M effedivcs 
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efFedUves only. That in fome inflances die pay- 
mafter keeps the vacant pay in his own hands, 
and, in others, he remits it to the agent, as a 
fund for recruiting ; but that the ufual method 
is, for the pay-mailer at eveiy muHer to fend 
an account of 'the non-effedives in each troop 
or company to the agent here, who acquaints 
the pay-mafter-general with the fums neceflaiy 
to be fent abroad for fubfiilence, and carries the 
remainder to the recruiting fund. That, at 
home, the agent receives the whole fubfiftence 
of the regiment, and generally ifTues it to the 
feveral captains, without keeping any account 
of non-effe6Uves at all; fo that, in that cafe, 
there is no reciiiiting fund kept by the .agents, 
but each captain recruits his own company, as 
he can, and receives tlie fubliftence of his war- 
rant-men with that of the reft of the company. 
That when officers are fent out to recruit in ge- 
neral for the whole regiment, they draw for 
the money wanted upon the agent; and that 
each captain is debited, in proportion to the 
number of men he receives, and the balance paid 
.to him annually. 

It appeared alfo, that, in fome regiments of 

foot. 
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foot, the regimental pay-mafler keeps the ac- 
count of non-efle6tives, and that, in others, 
the money is flopped by the colonel in the hands 
of the pay-mailer, and remitted back again to 
the agent. 
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Extras from the Report of the CommiJJioners of 
Public Accounts^ relative to the Paymajier^ 
General. 1781. 

THE public money in the hands of the pay- 
mafler-general is received by him, either 
from the exchequer or from the treafury of Ire- 
land, when Irifh regiments are drawn out of that 
kingdom, and in part paid by Great Britain ; or 
from perfons, who upon their accounts being 
fettled, are direded by the king's warrant to pay 
the balance into his hands. 

The prefent pay-mafter-genefal has no mo- 
ney in his hands received from the treafury of 
Ireland; all the accounts of the Iriih regiments 
being made up, and their whole pay now borne 
by Great Britain. The fum in his hands arifing 
from balances dire6ted to be paid to him, was, 
upon the ift of February laft, 8463I. los. 4d. 
The exchequer is the great fource from whence 
he draws his fupply. 

The fupply for the army is granted by parlia- 
ment to the king, and therefore no part of this 
fupply can be iffued from the exchequer, with- 
out the royal fign manual authorizing fuch iflue. 

M 3 After 
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After the fupply is granted, there comes from the 
trcafory to the pay office the king's fign manual, 
direding the lords of the treaforj to iilbe, to the 
paj-mafler-general, a certain part of that fiqiply 
(in time of war ufually a million) by way of im- 
prcft and npon account, according to fach war- 
rants and orders, as either are, or ihall be figned 
by the king. This fign manual, with the trea- 
fory warrant, and order of the auditor of the 
exchequer, made in purfuance of the fign ma- 
nnal, after being entered in the pay-office, are 
lodged at the exchequer, and give the pay-mafter- 
gcneral a credit there for the fum mentioned in 
thofe inftruments. To obtain any part of this 
credit, the pay-ma ft er-general prefents a memo^ 
rial to the treafury, fpecifying the fum he re- 
quires, and for what fervice. The treafury, by 
lettter, dire6t the auditor of the exchequer to iflue 
that fum to the pay-ma fter-general, upon theun- 
iatisfied order above mentioned. This letter be- 
ing produced, and pafling through, the forms of 
ofHre, Jie obtains from them the fum he wants. 
When the fum in this fign manual is exhaufted, 
another fign manual with the confequential war- 
*i*^|fcorder is obtained, and renewed in the 
' ^pcr, from time to time, until there is 

i » occafion 
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occaiion for the laft fiun, which completes the 
whole army fupply for the year ; when, inftead 
of a fign manual, there comes a privy feal, di- 
re6ting the iflue of that remaining fum, and in- 
cluding, authorizing and confirming the whole 
fupply of that year. 

It was ufual formerly for the pay-mafler- gene- 
ral to apply to the treafury every four months, 
each time for a third part of the furo voted for 
the fervices of the army, under the general head 
of pay and fubfiftence for the forces at home and 
abroad ; but iince the year 1759, the pra6tice has 
been to a{k of the treafury, from time to time, 
for the fums voted under diftindt heads of fer- 
vice, and not until the time when the demands 
for the fervices are near approaching. 

The fervices are ranged under two general 
heads, the ordinary and the extrawdiuary. The 
ordinary are thofe for which fpecific fums are an^ 
nually voted by parliament; the extraordinary 
are thofe which, though not provided for by par- 
liament, are neverthelefs confidered as neceflary, 
and therefore paid, in confidence of their being 
provided for in the fucceeding fefiion. 

As the fervice is difiinguifhed, fo is the ap- 
plication for it to the treafury. Sums for the or- 

dinag 
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dinaxy forces are obtained upon the applica- 
tion of the pay-maficr-general himfelf; thole for 
the extraordinary are direded into hb hands 
upoD. the application of others. 

After the fapplj for the pay of the army is 
voted by parliament, the fecretary at war fends 
to the pay-office, the foor eftabliihments for the 
jeaif which are: ^ 

X. The guards, garrifons, and land forces, 
a. The forces in the plantations, and the garri- 
fons in North America and the Weft Indies. 

3. The forces in Minorca, and garrifon of Gi* 

braltar. 

4. The militia. 

Together with the feveral regulations of the 
fubiiflence. The eflabliihment contains the dif* 
tribution of the wbole fum voted, amongft the 
feveral regiments, corps, garrifons, officers and 
private men, by the day and by the year, and 
the grofs fum allowed for each regiment, corps, 
and garrifon. To each eftabliihment are an- 
nexed two warrants V the one direding thepay- 
maftcr-general to make a dedudion of twelve- 
pence in the pound out of all he ihall iflue, cal- 
led the poundage, and fpecifying to what fervice 
it fhall be applied; the other direding a deduc- 
tion 
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tion of one day's pay, out of the payments in the 
eflabliihment, for the ufe of Chelfea-hofpital. 

The application by the pay-mafter-general to 
the treafuiy for money is made under difUndt 
heads of fervice; which may be comprehended 
under three heads. 

I. Thofe fervices for which the whole fum re- 
ceived by the pay-mafler-general, at the exche- 
quer, is iifued by him foon after he receives it. 

a. Thofe for which the fum he receives, be- 
longing to particular perfons, remains in his pof- 
feflion» upon account of the perfons entitled, 
imtil they or their agen|^ ^PP^7 ^ ^un for pay- 
ment. 

3. Thofe for which a part only of the fum he 
receives is iflued by him, foon after he receives 
it, aod the remainder continues in bis hands for 
any indefinite time. 

Of the firfl clafsj where he foon iifues all he 
receives, are the returned poundage; Chelfea- 
hofpital, and the out-penfioners ; the fubfiftence 
of the forces in Jamaica and the Bail-Indies, and 
of the non-commii£on officers and private men 
in Africa; the fabfiftence and clothing of the 
militia and invalids; the fubfiftence iifued upon 
account; the ftoppages of the officers; fubfif- 
tence in the Weft-Indies, North-America, and 
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garrifons of Gibraltar and Minorca ; the general 
and dafF officers and garrifons in Great Britain; 
the nett ofF-reckonings ; the allowances to the 
colonel, captain, and agent; the clearings; fo- 
reign fubfidies; arrears of the foreign troopi; 
levy-money, and all the extraordinaries. Under 
the head of fubfiflence of the forces at home, fo 
much of the fum received, as the fubfiflence ac- 
tually amoxmts to, is iflued to the agent as foon 
as he receives it. 

Of the 2d clafs are, the reduced officers; 
and, under the feveral heads of the garrifons 
abroad, the general andk (laff-officers, and hofpi- 
tals; fo much of the fums voted forthefe fervi- 
ces, as is contained in each warrant for the pay 
of the officers named in the certificates, remains 
in his hands until thofe officers or their agents 
apply for it. 

Of the 3d clafs, where he iffiies a part only of 
the fums he receives, are the fubfiftence of the 
forces at home ; the fubfiftence of the non-com- 
mi ffion officers and private men of the Britifh 
forces in the Weft Indies and North America^ 
and of the foreign troops; the garrifons abroad; 
and the general and ftaff-officers, and hofpitals 
abroad. Befides thefe, there are fome other heads 

of 
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of fervice, to fatisfy which he does not exprefsly 
apply to the treafury for money, but pays the 
demands for them out of what he has received 
under other heads of fervice. Thefe are, the 
allowance to widows; fome fervices to which 
the poimdage is made fubjedt by the king's war- 
rant, and contingencies* 

From the arrangement made of fums received 
by the pay-mafter-general from the exchequer, 
it appears that the balance in his hands^ can- 
not confifl of any fums comprehended in the firil 
clafs; becaufe of them he very foon iflues all he 
receives : nor is it probable, that the fums in the 
fecond clafs can conftitute any very confiderable 
part of it, becaufe it is not to be prefumed, that 
officers of any denomination will fuffer their pay 
to continue long without applying for it, either 
by themfelves or their agents. 

Under the denomination of fubftflence for 
the forces at home, the pay-mafier-general re- 
ceives more than that fubfiilence amounts to 
with an intent of procuring thereby a fund for 

* In November 178 1, the balance of public money iA 
the hands of the pay-mafter-general was 447,1 53!. i is. 
3 jd.; and his average monthly balance for feventeen 
months has been 869,1481. 

certain 
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certain payments not fpecifically applied for by 
him, and therefore otherwife unprovided for. 
He receives fubfiflence upon the full efiablifh* 
ment of the non commiffion officers and private 
men of the Britiih forces in North America, and 
part of the Weil Indies, and of the foreign 
troops ; but as thefe regiments mufl be incom- 
plete, and the deputy pay-maflers there iflue fab- 
iiflence according to the llrength only of the re- 
giment, he does not remit to them the whole he 
receives, but fo much only, as from the laft ac- 
counts they fend him of the ftate of the balances 
in their hands, he judges will be fufficient to en- 
able them to carry on the public fervice. This 
unifTued fubfiftence of the Britiih forces in the 
Weil Indies and North America continues in 
his hands till the accounts of the feveral regi- 
ments are made up, when it falls into the clear- 
ings, and is iiTued to the agents; but this is not 
till 15 or 16 months after they become due. 
The uniiTued fubiiilence of the foreign troops 
remains with him till their arrears are paid to 
the agents ; which time feems, from the account 
oftheiiTues received from the treafury, generally 
to be about two years after they are due. 

He receives the whole fums voted for garri- 

fons, 
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fons, ilafF, and hofpital abroad; but the ofEcers 
in thefe departments, named in the certificates 
from the war office, do not exhaufl the whole 
fum voted. 

Hence arifes a fund compofed of thefe favings, 
out of which he ilTues for certain fervices^ 
and defrays certain expences, without making 
any fpecific application for them to the treafury, 
Thefe are, the allowance to widows; fome of 
the payments to which the poundage is made 
applicable by the king's warrants; and the mif- 
cellaneous head of contingencies. 

To demands for thefe fervices, and to no 
other (except fuch claims for the pay of the ge- 
neral and flaffofficers, and officers of the garri- 
fons and hofpitak abroad, and of the reduced 
officers, as remained unfatisfied) was this balance 
liable on the day of its date. Nothing had been 
iffued for the allowance to widows in the year 
1780; for enqugh remained of former receipts 
in the hands of the pay-mafter of the widows 
penfions, to carry on that fervice; and there- 
fore this balance was not liable to be reduced by 
any iffiie under the head of allowance to wi- 
dows. The payments out of the poundage and 
hofpital, and for the contingencies in the year 
1780, could not be afcertained, beai«i£$ ibme of 
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the warrants had not been produced fof pay- 
ment, and therefore the accounts could not be 
made up, we muft allow it then to be the fame 
'with that of the laftyear in which thefe accounts 
were made up at the office, which are of the year 
1778. 

The payments out of the poundage, and one 
day*s pay, coniift of falaries to officers, exche- 
quer fees, returned poundage, and Chelfea hof- 
pital ; the whole amount of which for this one 
year is 114,2651. los, ad. The articles of ex- 
chequer fees, returned poundage, and Chelfea- 
hofpital, though placed to this account, are not 
demands upon this balance. The exchequer 
fees for every fum are always paid at the exche- 
quer out of the fum, at the time it is received ; 
the pay-mafter general debits his cafh with the 
whole fum he applies for, and credits it for the 
fees; and tlierefore the only alteration made in 
his cafh is an increafe by the fum he afks, de- 
ducting the exchequer fees. The other two fer- 
vices being applied for under their fpecific heads, 
he receives a fum with one hand, and ifTues it 
with the other; and therefore thefe three articles 
amounting to 97,9121. 7s. 6d. being dedu6ted 
from the total, leaves tlie fum of 16,353!. as. 8d. 
only, as a charge upon this balance; which fum. 
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conlifting chiefly of falaries, for the moft part 
paid quarterly, foon after they become due, leaves 
claim to a very fmall account indeed to be fatif- 
fied out of this balance. 

The contingent expences conflfl of a variety 
of articles, amounting to 24,914!. 19s. 8d. This 
account never either much exceeds, or comes 
much under 24,000]. the fum voted for the con- 
tingencies upon the eflablifhment at home and 
abroad ; for fo much of thefe payments as exceed 
the fum voted are carried to the account extra- 
ordinary. Thefe articles being paid, fome quar- 
terly, fome half-yearly, and fome yearly, no very 
confiderable part of them can probably remain 
unpaid at the end of the eleventh month of that 
year, and cannot therefore be a charge upon this 
balance on the 28 th of November 1 780. Hence 
it follows, that fuppoling the amount of the 
claims for thefe fervices in 1 780 not to exceed 
their amount in 1 778, the claims for thefe fervices 
upon this balance, upon the 28th of November, 
1780, was fo much only of the fums of 16,353!. 
2s. 8d. and 24,914!. 19s. 8d. making together 
41,2681. 2s. 4d. as had not been applied for 
and fatisfled, during the firft eleven months of 
that year; and therefore we thinlL ourfelves well 

N 2 grounded 
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grounded in an opinion, that the fum of 447^1 $3!. 
I IS. 3^d. in the hands of the pay-mafber-ge* 
neral of the forces, upon, the 28th of Novem- 
ber laft, was greatly more than was neceflary to 
anfwer the claims upon him at that time for the 
fervice of the army. 

An accoimt being produced from the pay-* 
office, of the balance in the hands of the prefent 
pay-malier- general on the 31ft of December, 
1 768, and at the end of each fucceeding year, 
to the 3ifl of December, 1780, inclusive, it ap* 
peared, that the arerage yearly balance for iz 
years, has been 585,8981. 

It appeared alfo, that the pay-mafters keep 
this balance for a confiderable length of time af « 
ter going out of office. That of four pay-maf- 
ters-general, each, upon quitting the office took 
with him the fum then in his hands ; and that 
their balances were very confiderable 12 yean 
after their refignation. Lord Holland's balance 
the Chriftmas after he quitted the office in 1 765, 
was 460,0001. — in the year 1778, at tlie time his 
reprefentatives paid back into the exchequer 
aoo,oool. it was 450,000!. and upon the 27th of 
September laft it was 256,000!. fo that during 
a period of x 5 years after he was out of office, it 

fulFered 
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fuffered very little diminution from any claims 
whatever. 

According to the prefent courfe of bnfinefs 
in this office, upon the refignation of a pay-maf- 
ter- general, his accounts of the year's eftablilh- 
ment are carried on to th'fe 24th of June, or 
the 24th of December, preceding, or fubfequent 
to his refignation, as is moft convenient to the 
public fervice. When it is fubfequent, he re- 
ceives from the exchequer, though out of office, 
his proportion of the fupply of the year to that 
time, and applies it in difcharge of the deniands 
upon the fervice, which accrued down to that 
period. But of thefe demands, fome do not 
come in a courfe of payment, others are not ap- 
plied for, till fome time after they are due; nei- 
ther the nett off-reckonings nor the clearings, 
which are the laft payments on account of a re- 
giment, are difcharged till 15 or 16 months after 
they become due ; the general, ftaff, and reduced 
officers do not all apply immediately for their pay ; 
warrants for contingencies are frequently not 
produced until feveral months after they are pay- 
able ; and the pay-mafter-general has deputies 
in various parts of the world, whofe accounts 
he muft have time to adjuft; it is therefore con- 

N 3 venient 
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Tenient, and prevents trouble to the office, that 
his bufinefs ihould be carried on, and fo nuich 
of the public money, as is neceflary for that 
purpofe, continue in his hands for fome ihort 
time afterwards ; and if the balance be confined 
within its proper botinds, whilft he is in office^ 
the intereft of the public will not be materially 
affe6led by the detention of a moderate balance 
foff a few months after his refignation. 

Was the pay mafler-general to retain his ba- 
lance until his accounts are finally adjufted, the 
public would be kept out of their money to a 
very diftant and uncertain period. It is i6 
years fince Lord Holland refigned, and his ac- 
counts are fiill in the office of the auditors of 
the impreA unfettled. A late pay-mafter- general 
had been in office 1 3 years, and the fiiil three 
years and a half only of his accounts are fent 
into that office, and in their firfi flage. Being 
accuftomed to. go in one track, long inattenrion 
to the methods of expediting bufinefs, added to a 
great increafe of it, have produced long arrears, 
in the departments both of the pay-mafler- 
general and the auditors of the impreft. It re- 
quires, and there ought tp be, an extraordinary- 
exertion in both offices to bring the accounts 

forward. 
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forward and to introduce and eflablifh that or- 
der and regularity, in making them up and 
keeping them, which fhould be ftri6tl7 adhered 
to in every office of account. To obtain and 
preferve an accurate and competent knowledge 
of the ftate they are in, they ihould be made up 
and balanced once a year, to a certain ilated 
time, and as foon as may be after that time is 
elapfed. But the time it takes to complete the 
payment of certain fervices, and the manner of 
carrying on fome branches of the bulinefs in this 
office, are impediments to fuch a regulation, and 
feem not well calculated either for perfpicuity 
or expedition. 

There are certain fervices for which no fpe- 
cific fums are appropriated, either by the vote 
of parliament, or by the diftribution in the efta- 
blifhment ; but they are paid out of funds com- 
pounded of a great variety and number of arti- 
cles, fubtra6ted from various grofs fums, either 
voted or allotted for certain purpofes. Thefe 
fervices are, Chelfea Hofpital, the allowance to 
widows, the clothing of the regulars, exche- 
quer fees, and falaries to certain officers. One 
of thefe funds is the poundage, which confifts 
of various dedudions of is. in the pound upon 

almoft 
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almoft every individual fum (except the half-paj, 
from which the dedadtion is only 6d. in the 
pound) voted, or allotted by the diflributions in 
the eflabliibmentsi for the army fervices : out of 
this fund are paid* ift, the returned poundage; 
that is, this very dedudion, thus made, is paid 
back to a certain part of each corps ; fb that thii 
part of it feems dedu6ted for no other purpofe, 
but that of returning it back again: 2d]y, a part 
of this poundage is applied towards the expences 
of Chelfea Hofpital: 3dly, the remainder pays 
the exchequer fees, falaries of the pay-mafler-ge- 
neral and other officers. 

Tiie expences attending Chelfea Hofpital are 
paid out of two funds blended together. The 
one is part of the poundage above mentioned: 
the other is fonned of the dedu6tion8 of one day's 
pay of every perfon named in fome of the efta- 
blilhments, and of forae of the perfons named 
in other of the eftabliflimtnts. To form this 
fund and that of the poundage, and to make 
th( fc fc.'veral dedu6Uons, is the bufinefs of the 
pay-office. 

One eftVft of thefe operations is, that in 
making up the (late of every regiment in the 
pay-office, the fum allotted for its pay in the ef- 

tablilhment 
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tabliflunent muft conlift of fix parts; the pound- 
age, the hofpital} the fubfidence, the allowance 
to widows, the ofF-reckonings, and the clear- 
ings; and fometimes refpites. This flate, be- 
fides the bufinefs it creates in the pay-office, 
muft be examined, computed, and figned by the 
agent J for he receives the clearings, which is 
the balance due to the regiment; the truth of 
which balance depends upon the jaUnefs of the 
calculation of the other divifions. It muft be 
examined into, and computed by the auditot of 
the impreft: for the pay-mafter-general taking 
credit on his account for the whole pay of each 
regiment, and furcharging himfelf with the total 
amount of the dedudions of the poundage, hof- 
pital, and widows, in every year, the auditor 
cannot know the accuracy of the furcharge 
without an examination of each article that com- 
pofes it. 

To perfons accuftomed to the courfe of office, 
thefe computations are eafy and familiar: but 
they certainly muft take up time; an obje6t, 
confidering the prefent ftate of the army ac- 
counts, worth attending to. If, inftead of thefe 
dedu6tions, certain fpecific, diftindt fums were 
eftimated and fet apart for thofe fervices in the 

eftabliih- 
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eftabliihment; if difUn^ accounts were kept of 
the receipts and pa3rmentSy under each head of 
fervice; if the clothing of the regulars were 
voted like the clothing of the militia, feparate 
from the e^bliihment ; if the fum allotted to a 
regiment fhould be the adual pay, and the 
whole of it be diflributed among the ofiGicers 
and private men, and paid to them without de- 
dudion, at fuch times, and in fuch proportions, 
as might be deemed beft for the fervice; if every 
diflin^t fervice had its diitind appropriation, 
which can be eafily eitimated by the experience 
of preceding years; it fhould feem, this branch 
of the pay of the army might be carried on in a 
more fimple, expeditious, and intelligible man- 
ner.

REGULATIONS 

^0 he ohferved in the Supplying of the Troops 
with the feveral Articles to be furnijhed to 
them by the Contractor^ under the Dire^ion 
of the Commiffary General of the Home En-- 
campment of the current Tear. 

BREAD. 

EACH foldier is to receive, as his allowance 
for four days, a well-baked loaf, weighing 
four pounds, made of flour prepared with a 
twelve-fhilling feamed cloth, of good wheat, for 
which the foldier is to be charged five-pence ; 
and which is to be paid by the regimental quar- 
ter-mafter, at every fettlement, to the contractor. 
Servants, not foldiers, and wafher-women, (in 
the proportion of two of the formeri and three 

of 
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of the latter, to each company or troop) are per- 
mitted to receive bread at the fame price. 

On account of the fcarcity of grain. Jail year, 
all over the kingdom, the allowance of bread to 
each foldier for four days, was reduced from a 
jQx to a four pound loaf, which is flill to be 
continued till farther orders. 

WOOD. 

Each foldier is to be allowed three pounds of 
wood per diem, to be delivered in rations of 
twelve pounds every four days ; and to prevent 
any unneceflary wade in this article, it is to be 
delivered only for the effe6tives prefent in the 
field, according to the morning report, a copy 
of which the major of brigade of the day is to 
fend regularly to the refiding cbmmiflary. 

Servants and batmen, not foldiers, in the pro- 
portion of two, and walher-women, in the pro- 
portion of three, to each company or troop, are 
permitted to draw wood, at the rate of twelve 
pounds each for four days. The fick in the 
regimental hofpital are to be allowed fix pounds 
each per diem, if it fhould be found necefiary. 

The officers of each company or troop are to 
be allowed eight rations, of twelve pounds each, 

for 
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for four days, for their own private ufc, and the 
fupply of the fuitler. 

General officers are to draw what wood they 
may have occafion for, not exceeding eighty 
rations for a general, fifty for a lieutenant ge- 
neral, and thirty for a major general, per diem. 
Each major of brigade may draw four rations 
per diem : each phylician, ten rations : each 
furgeon and apothecary, four rations : and each 
niate, one ration, per diem. 

STRAW. 

Straw is to be allowed at the rate of one trufsf 
to each palliafs for two men, and to be changed 
every thirty-two days. 

For the fick in the regimental hofpital, the 
draw is to be changed as often as it may be 
deemed neceflary. 

Two trufles per company or troop, arc to be 
allowed for batmen, or fervants not foldiers; 
and three tniflfes per company or troop, for the 
three wafherwomen, to be changed every fixteen 
days, noi having palUajffes, 

Thirty trufles of draw, per company or troop, 
are allowedi on firfl taking the field, for thatch- 
ing the women's huts. 

O FORAGE. 
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FORAGE. 

The ration is to confift of fourteen pounds 
of bay, and ten pounds of oats; and is only to 
be ifTued from the king's magazines for the ef* 
feftive horfes, a^ually belonging to, and (land- 
ing at the pickets, or in the (tables of the camp, 
according to returns to be (igned upon honour 
by each individual officer, inferting, in his own 
hand-writing, the number of effeftive horfes be 
actually has in camp. An addition of four 
pounds of draw is to be made to the ration of 
forage for the cavalry and artiliery horfes only, 
to commence on the 6th of October. 

The returns abovementioned are to be tranf* 
mittcd to the refident commiflary on entering 
into camp, and regularly every Monday morn- 
ing afterwards. 

The general officers and (lafif are to draw 
forage (ftridly upon honour) only for their cf- 
fedtive horfes ; and not exceeding the numbers 
ftated in Lift No. I. — and are required to give 
orders, that returns of the horfes they have with 
them in the field, on the troops going into 
camp, (liould be as early as poffible fent to the 
Tefident commilTaries, in order that the fame 
may be tranfmitted to the commiflary general.

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Six pounds of ftraw are to be allowed to the 
general officers and (laff, in addition to the pre- 
fcribed ration of forage. 

The general officers, their aids de canij> and 
ilaff, are not to exceed the number of rations 
Hated in Lift No. I. — nor regiments of dra- 
goons, that in Lift No. II.— ^nor regiments of 
infantryi that in Lift No. III.

forage, and one of flraw, to the men, and two* 
of draw to the wafherwomen and hitmen, or fer* 
vants not foldiers, have been ifTued, making a 
period of 32 days, a fcttlement is to be made. 
The regimental quarter-maflers of the infantry

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HTC to pay their bread money ; and the quarter- 
mafters of the cavalry their bread and fong^ 
money to the contractors, in the prefence of the 
refident commilTaries — And are at the fame time 
to fign a general receipt to the Contradors for 
M the articles of fupply, delivered from the 
magazines to their refpe6tive corps during that 
period. — The fettlements for the generals and 
(laff are to take place at the fame periods. The 
Aids de Camp to iign receipts for the fupplies 
delivered to their refpedtive Generals and fuites. 
Phyficians or furgeons to fign receipts for the 
fupplies delivered for the ufe of the general hof- 
pital.

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Rations ofProviJioH on Foreign Service. 

THE complete ration in every ipecie is, of 
flour or bread lilb. beef i lb.; or pork ^Ib.; peafe 
i pint, butter or cheefe i oz. rice i oz. But 
when the fmall fpecies are not iffued, lilb. of 
bread or flour, and lilb. of beef, or lo oz. of 
pork, make a complete ration: when nothing 
but flour or bread can be diflributed, 31b. of 
flour or bread is a ration, as are alfo 31b. of beef, 
alb. of cheefe, or i|lb. of rice. 

Only one ration is iflued for each effedtive 
officer and foldier, for which they pay aid. On 
board of tranfports, the ration is two-thirds of a 
feaman's allowance, for which, each officer and 
foldier pays 3d. />er diem. Before the conclufion 
of the war of 1756, the rations were allowed 
gratis^ to both officers and foldiers, in the fol- 
lowing proportion:

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But General, now Lord, Amherft, being then 
Commander in Chief in America, recommended 
this faving to government, in the vidualling of 
the army. A faving it certainly is, and that 
very confiderable: yet it goes but a little way 
towards defraying the charge of vidualling. 
For, befides that the ration itfelf is intrinfically 
worth double what is paid for it, the expence of 
tranfport and delivery, together with that of 
wafte, which muft always be allowed for, will 
fully authorife the eAimate of the ration, at leaft 
at three times that expence to government, in 
the neared garrifons and pofls; and infinitely 
more in the remote parts of America ; in fome of 
wliich, as in thofe on the upper lakes, it was 
computed during the American war to have coft 
government, when delivered, at leaft half a 
dollar each ration ; and in thefe pofls no incon- 
fidcrable number are iflued. At Niagara alone 
1600 rations //rr Jiem have been delivered for the 
fpacr of fcvrral months together. 

The commiflion officers are, by cuflom alone, 
coninumly allowed to draw their rations, when 
lluTc is no foarcity of any article in the ftores, 
in null fpccics, and at fuch periods, as they 
think proper. 

"^ Excluiive 
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Excluiive of the ration, the officers and fol- 
diers are commonly fupplied, in North America, 
with three pints of fpruce-beer each per diemy 
gratis; and fometimes with rum, in fuch quan- 
tities as the commander in chief for the time 
being thinks it expedient to order. 

In the Weft-Indies every foldier is allowed one 
gill of rum daily.

6d. the annual allowance to each man in 
the infantry for alteration of clothing, which 
articles are not in future to be charged to the 
men, but to be otherwife provided for) be confo- 
lidatcd under the general head of Allowance.

V. That each ferjeant, corporal, trumpeter, 
and private of cavaliy, and each ferjeant, corpo* 
ral, drummer, fifer, and private of infantry, fhall 
be moft exadly and regularly accounted with 
refpet^ively for the whole of their faid confoli- 
d^ted allowance on the 24th day of each month ;

6d. per man annually, be made ex- 
tra charges in the puljlic accompts of the regi- 
ments refpedtively, and annexed, with proper 
certificates, to the charge of allowance for 
clothing. 

XV. That foldiers, furnifhed with bread in 
kind, fhall be liable to a ftoppage of ijd. per 
diem.

"DY orders iffued from the Adjutant General's 
Office, the 4th May 1 796, all officers, with- 
out difiin6tion, belonging to the infantry of the 
line, are in future to have certain articles of 
their drefs made conformable to patterns, depo- 
iited in the Office of the Comptrollers of Army 
Accovmts, in Scotland Yard, for the infpe6Uon 
of fuch tradefmen as ufually fumiih thofe arti-« 
cles, viz. 
The hat encircled with a crimfon and gold

The officers are fubfifted at the fame rate as 
thofe of the regular forces for the days on which 
they exercife, only, not exceeding 2 days in the 
week. Conflant pay is however allowed to one 
officer per company, not exceeding that of a 
captain, provided he be taken from the half-pay. 

The non-commiffioned officers and private 
men have the fame rate of pay, vit. one fhilling 
each for every day*s exercife of fix hours, or a 
number of hours on different days equivalent 
thereto, not to exceed 2 days in the week as be- 
fore. 

One drill ferjeant in each company has con- 
flant full pay^ with fuch allowances as ferjeants 
of regular corps of infantry have. 

The mode of arming the men varies accord- 
ing to fituation. Thofe in the interior towns 
are armed altogether with firelocks. Thofe on 
the coaft are fometimes fupplied with fire-locks 
altogether; but if they have the means of be- 
ing trained to the great guns, then one third are

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only allowed fmall arms, and the reft arc cxcr- 

ercifed at the artillery.
